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SAVING LIFE IN MINES. 


We are glad tobe able to chronicle the organization 
of the American Mine Safety Association, with head- 
quarters at Pittsburgh. Its object is to lessen the loss 
of life, limb and property by accidents in mines, and its 
members include the leading coal and metal mine 
operators, mining engineers and mine safety engineers 
of the country. This organization is the result of a 
conference held under the auspices of the U.S. Bureau 
of Mines last September. Its belated - appearance 
promises to effect wholesome reforms, but the work it is 
now undertaking should have been done years ago. Its 
present existence we may in all modesty ascribe in some 
part to the steady attention which the ARMY AND NAvy 
JoURNAL has called for years to the loss of life through 
preventable accidents and to the hollowness of the pre- 
tensions of those who have been wailing over the loss 
of life in battles, while absolutely blind to the annual 
slaughter of workmen in mines and in other occupations. 

The importance of such an organization as the one 
mentioned may be estimated from the figures of loss of 
life in the mines in 1911, when 2,719 persons were 
killed and 9,106 seriously and 22,228 slightly injured, 
or a total injured of 31,334. In these days of large 
figures perhaps this total of deaths may not mean much 
to the average person, but when placed in contrast with 
losses in battle it may assume its proper proportion. It 
requires the Federal killed in the battles of Bull Run, 
Fort Donelson and Shiloh—481, 500, and 1,754, respec- 
tively—to equal this one-year death roll of the mines. 
The total wounded on the Union side in those three 
stubborn battles was 11,627, or 2,500 more than the 
seriously injured in the mines, but far below the 31,334 
total injured in the mines. 

Statistics have shown that fifty-eight per cent, of all 
industrial aceidents are due to negligence, carelessness 
ov lack of knowledge of employers or employees. These 
causes are in a large degree removable by organized 
effort, as we have maintained for years, and that they 
have been allowed to continue year after year has been 
“i severe indictment of the honesty and sificerity of those 
who have founded all sorts of societies to hold up war 
as the most merciless agency by which lives are lost. 
It is worthy of note in this connection that this very 
commendable movement is the result of a broader view 
on the part of practical mining men of their relation to 
such accidents and to the business unwisdom of allowing 
them to continue. Mine operators now realize that it 
is more expensive to restore wrecked mines, more costly 
to fight damage suits in the courts, and less profitable to 
pay regulated liability charges or even workmen’s com- 
pensation than it is to bear the cost involved in reducing 
these charges by diminishing the accidents and the dura- 
tion of the resulting disability by the adoption of im- 
proved safety, rescue and first aid methods. 

Along the same line of interest in lessening the 
number of accidents is the National Railway Safety 
First Association, which was organized in Chicago on 
April 21 by representatives of thirty-four railroads. It 
will promulgate a campaign of education with the view 
of reducing accidents on railroads. Bureaus of informa- 
tion will be established in several large cities, where 
lectures on railway safety will be delivered. 

If one-quarter of the energy wasted in railing at war 
had been spent in assisting the ARMY AND Navy JOuUR- 
NAL and others in their efforts to check these “slaughters 
of peace” such organizations as these two associations 
might have been formed many years ago, and thus 
thousands of lives spared to the nation. But such 


practical work is not to be expected of the dreamers 
and faddists who can make a more spectacular bid for 


current notoriety by fiercely protesting against probable 
wars than by: laying an accusing finger upon a sore in 
our commercial life.

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“Secretary Garrison,” comments the New York Times, 
“obviously views the Army as it is viewed by the large 
majority of American citizens, as an institution of which 
all are justly proud and one which should not be allowed 
to deteriorat¢ under political influences or false ideas of 
economy. ‘To illustrate the value of divisional organiza- 
tion and training he directs attention to the facility 
with which troops, in command of General Carter, were 
lately concentrated on the Mexican border in compari- 





. Son with the clumsy concentration under the old meth- 


ods two years ago.” In connection with this statement 
we extend an expression of profound commiseration to 
those whose partisan prejudices have led them to assume 
that the advent of a new Secretary of War would result 
in a complete upsetting of the excellent plans for the: 
improvement of the Army devised under the previous 
administration. The reasons which have impelled the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL to approve these plans and 
to defend those who advocated them have appealed to 
the sound common sense of Secretary Garrison, who is 
proving himself to be a man of independent judgment, 
who judges questions concerning the Army on their 
merits and without reference to the effect their de- 
cision may have upon his personal fortunes or the 
fortunes of the political party to which he belongs. Such 
a spirit is sure to receive the approval of the Army, as 
it certainly does receive the approval of this paper, 
which has no interest to promote except that of the 
Services it has the honor to represent. The retention 
by President Wilson of certain high officials regardless 
of their political affiliations has, in the opinion of the 
New York Sun, “been justified as a. wise measure in no 
instance more clearly than in the continuation of Gen. 
Leonard Wood as Chief of Staff of the Army. The plan 
evolved by this efficient officer to establish summer camps 
for the training of college students in military tactics 
and camp life is,” says the Sun, “a brilliant conception. 
This practical method of bringing to young men a sys- 
tematic, methodical mode of life, imbuing them with cor- 
rect ideas of self-control by strict discipline and thus 
preparing. them for military service in time of need, is 
indeed a master stroke of military policy. If in addition 
to this drilling in camps the martial spirit were en- 
couraged, as it doubtless will be, to assert itself in regu- 
lar drills during the college curriculum in lieu of some 
of the too often injurious athletic training, this plan 
would become ideal for the accomplishment of the pur- 
pose in view, the formation of a nucleus for a defensive 
force in the event of invasion. It is highly desirable,’ 
concludes the Sun, “that General Wood’s plan be put 
into immediate execution.” 
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Secretary Daniels explains that his plan of taking a 
number of college students aboard each of the warships 
during the summer months to give them an idea of naval 
life has not been abandoned, but it has been found 
impossible to carry it out this summer as was intended. 
In working out the details it was discovered that the 
necessity of having a number of ships in Mexican waters 
for the present, which must be relieved at intervals by 
other ships, made it impossible to have the students on 
board either the ships cruising in southern waters or 
the ships which will be sent from time to time to relieve 
them. <A very limited number of ships were left with 
spare accommodations. These accommodations, it is 
found, will all be taken up by the newly graduated mid- 
shipmen, who will go on their first practjce cruise soon 
after the graduation exercises at Annapolis. This is a 
necessary part of their training, and could not be 
abandoned under any circumstances. In view of the 
obstacles the Secretary decided that it would be better 
to defer the plan until next year, when in all probability 
practically all of the ships will be aypilable. Notices 
and letters have been sent out to the various colleges 
announcing this change of plan. The Secretary hopes 
that his proposed plan will be of great service in 
familiarizing the public with naval life. It is his feel- 
ing that the Navy offers unusual attractions to young 
men, and that in every way possible this fact should 
be brought to the attention of the public.

The lessons that can be drawn from the sanitary 
conditions in the Canal Zone are attracting the attention 
of learned commissions in various parts of the world. 
Recently the members of the Royal Army Medical Corps 
who have been studying the medical situation in India 
returned to India from Panama, where they studied the 
question of yellow fever with a view to formulating 
regulations for keeping the disease out of India when 
the canal is opened. The Indian authorities are, how- 
ever, not taking a very serious view of the possibilities 
of infection in view of the precautions that are being 
laid down at Hondlulu, the first port of call, against 
Central American germs traveling to India. The medical 
officers from India were of the opinion that the latitudes 
through which the mosquito would have to pass on his 
voyage to Asia would be fatal to the insect. This 
opinion does not agree with the fact that mosquitoes 
abound in the Arctic regions, or with the observations 
of the United Seryjce Gazette of London, which observes 
that the mosquito will live through almost any climate, 
passing, as it does, in the personal effects of emigrants 
or soldiers. It calls attention to the fact that last year, 


when the troops were encamped at Aldershot, England, 
some of their locations, owing to the damp and humid 
season, were infested with mosquitoes which were 
brought home from India and other Eastern countries. 
It hopes that the theory about the sensitiveness of the 
mosquito to climatic changes will not cause any relaxa- 
tion in the work of checking the spread of malaria in 
India nor prevent vigorous methods at once to check 
the increase of the mosquito in the Aldershot camps. 
This great change in the health conditions at Panama 
has been wrought, Colonel Gorgas strikingly says, at an 
expense averaging one cent per day for each individual, 
a statement which prompts the Journal of the American 
Medical Association to ask “if this result canbe secured 
at this cost in the center of a tropical jungle, what 
would not a similar expenditure do for our American 
cities? One cent a day is what the average American 
pays for a daily newspaper. It is one-fifth the cost of 
one five-cent cigar. It is one-fifth the price of a daily 
street car ride. It is one-fifth the cost of admission to a 
moving picture show. It is one-fifth of what we pay 
for a glass of soda water or a package of chewing gum. 
Who would say that the expenditure of this amount 
would be any burden to this rich and extravagant nation? 
And yet it is the cost of life itself. Is one cent a day 
too much to pay to protect the life and health of an 
American citizen?” 
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The decrease in the German birth rate was a subject 
of earnest discussion in 1912. The same status in France 
was long ago attributed to the two-child system, which 
in turn is being replaced by the one-child system. It 
is therefore evident that a three-child system should 
rectify the present alarming conditions in that country. 
The alternative comprises the entgance into the country 
of alien blood. The relationship between falling birth 
rate and tendency to urban life is unmistakable, for it 
is in cities that the two and the one-child systems take 
their origin. In the midst of this state of affairs there 
are optimists who say that the decrease in births will 
run parallel to the decrease in deaths which is coming 
about as a result of improved education. One German 
author maintains that compulsory education is a sure 
provocation of race suicide. The illiterates of Russia 
and Roumania and the Balkan states contribute most 
heavily to the population. The claim that prosperity 
means fewer children is, according to the author, a 
transposition of cause and effect. Fewer children bring 
about prosperity. An alarming tendency has been noted 
of late to race suicide in the rural districts of Prussia. 
The law will seem to be assured that countries with 
heavy and rising birth rates must come to repeople in 
time those with falling birth rate. The author also says 
that the Jewish birth rate is falling off in countries: 
where the general birth rate declines. 
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As to the sea service of officers of the line of the Navy 
as shown by the official records to Jan. 1 last, Rear 
Admiral James M. Helm has had twenty-eight years and 
eight months, which is more than any other of the 
twenty-four officers in his grade, or any other. His shore 
duty amounts to nine years and six months. Capt. 
George R. Clark is at the top of the ninety-five officers 
of his grade, with twenty-four years of sea service and 
twelve years and three months on shore. Comdr. Philip 
Andrews leads the 117 officers in his grade with nineteen 
years and one month at sea, and ten years and nine 
months on shore duty. Among the 210 lieutenant com- 
manders, Frank B. Upham leads in sea service, with 
fifteen years and eight months to his credit, and a shore 
duty of seven years and seven months. Lieut. Rufus F. 
Zogbaum, jr., is at the head of 351 lieutenants, with a 
total sea service of eleven years and seven months, and 
three years and ten months on shore. Lieut. (J.G.) 
Hamilton F. Glover, with a total of seven years and 
eleven months at sea,leads among the 188 officers of his 
grade, and his shore duty totaled three years and six 
months. Coming to the 722 ensigns, Ernest G. Kittel 
is at the head with six years and two months sea service, 
and three years and three months shore duty. 
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The report from Annapolis appearing in the daily 
papers that only forty-six out of 219 candidates for the 
Naval Academy have been accepted is incorrect and based 
on incomplete returns, the Bureau of Navigation states. 
Up to April 26 155 candidates had passed, and the in- 
dications are that the number who pass the mental  ex- 
aminations will be a little larger than the usual per- 
centage. The examination was easier this year than 
usual, the subject of world’s history having been omitted, 
and more time being allowed for each of the other sub- 
jects. Owing to the expiration on June. 30, next, of the 
law permitting Senators and Members of the House of 
Representatives to have two appointments to the Naval 
Academy, Secretary Daniels has directed that an addi- 
tional examination for entrance into the Academy be 
held on June 5 in order to fill as many as possible of the 
vacancies existing after the examinaiion on April 15. 
Members of Congress will be notified as soon as possible 
as to any failures that may occur among their nominees 
and. will be requested to designate other candidates to 
take the examination on June 5. Under the law no can- 
didate who. has once been examined for entrance can be 
examined again for entrance with the same class unless 
recommended by the Board of Examiners at the Naval 
Academy. 











The Lake Mohonk Conference on International Arbi- 
tration, holds its nineteenth annual meeting at Mohonk 
Lake, N.Y., beginning May 14. At this conference the 
leading subject will be the Third Hague Conference, to 
meet. in 1915 and distinguished speakers from many na- 
tions will discuss what may reasonably be expected of 
that great gathering. The possibility of arbitrating the 
Panama tolls controversy will also be considered. The 
Mohonk conferences, founded by the late Albert K. 
Smiley, and since his death continued by his brother, 
Daniel Smiley, have from the first included representa- 
tives of the Army and Navy as well as official delegates 


from leading Chambers of Commerce and boards of trade 
in nearly every large city of the United States and Cana- 
da. Among those who will attend the coming meeting are 
such well known men as Alton B. Parker, Andrew D. 
White, C. W. Eliot, Nicholas Murray Butler, Governor 
A. O. Eberhart, of Minnesota, Lyman Abbott, Charles P. 
Neill and Charlemagne Tower, former Ambassador to 
Germany. From Canada will come two former Minis- 
ters of the Cabinet, Rodolphe Lemieux and Sydney A. 
Fisher; Justices William A. Weir, of Quebec, and Wil- 
liam R. Riddell, of Toronto; Charles A. Magrath, mem- 
ber of the International Joint Commission; Henri Bou- 
rassa, the Nationalist leader; and Senator Raoul Dan- 
durand, of Montreal, while other foreigners will include 
the Ministers to the United States from the Argentine 
Republic, Bolivia, Nicaragua and Haiti; Canon Dr. 
Alexander Giesswein, the noted Catholic member of the 
Hungarian Parliament; Heinrich York Steiner, editor, 
of Vienna; H. S. Perris, of London; and Jean de Pul- 
ligny, of Paris; Congressmen James L. Slayden, of 
Texas, F. C. Stevens, of Minnesota, W. D. B. Ainey, of 
Pennsylvania, George W. Fairchild, of New York, and 
John C. Linthicum, of Maryland; Rear Admirals C. F. 
Goodrich, C. M. Chester, John P. Merrell and A. S. 
Barker; and Capt. Albert Gleaves, commanding the 
New York Navy Yard, are among others who have ac- 
cepted invitations as are many editors including Talcott 
Williams, William FE. Gonzales, of The State, Columbia, 
S.C.; Don CG. Seitz, of the New York World; Rollo 
Ogden, of the New York Evening Post; W. C. Deming, 
of the Wyoming Tribune, Cheyenne; Frank A. Carle, of 
the Minneapolis Journal; W. P. Hamilton, of the’ Wall 
Street Journal; John A. Sleicher, of Leslie’s Weekly, 
and Hamilton Holt, of The Independent. 
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The anti-vaccinationists might abate their enthusiasm 
after reading this announcement in the annual report for 
1912 of the Director of Health of the Philippine Islands: 
“The control of this disease [smallpox] which was 
achieved in the more settled sections of the Philippines 
has been maintained and in Manila, for instance, there 
has not been a death from smallpox since June 15, 1909.” 
Before the vaccination of the natives smallpox claimed 
its hundreds of victims yearly in the capital of the Phil- 


ippines. Cholera has yielded to the diligent measures 
taken by the health authorities and the report an- 
nounces that in 1912 no cholera was reported anywhere 
in the islands. After an absence of six years, plague 
again made its appearance in Manila in the middle of 
1912, but the fact that there have been only a few cases 
of this disease has demonstrated in a very practical man- 
ner the ability of the Health Bureau to cope success- 
fully with a disease which, in former times, was the 
cause of great public alarm, disturbance to business, and 
responsible for the outlay of vast sums of money. “While 
not so spectacular, nor the cause of great public alarm, 
yet the constant increase in the cases of typhoid 
fever over a wide area of the Philippines is a greater 
menace than the outbreak of cholera with which the 
islands had to deal some years ago,” says the report. 
“Active steps are being taken to educate the public with 
regard to the seriousness of this disease and the manner 
in which it may be avoided. Blood examinations made, 
of persons reported ill with fever, show that the disease 
prevails extensively in Pampanga, Bulacan, Tarlac, Pan- 
gasinan, Union and the lowland sections of the Moun- 
tain Province.” The report speaks of the courtesy of the 
U.S. Army in furnishing to the Board the services of 
eight doctors, six Hospital Corps men and three nurses 
to assist in relieving the unfortunate after the first 
typhoon of October last. The fact that the health au- 
thorities have been able to master the former scourges, 
smalipox and cholera, is a pretty good evidence that the 
men of the Services sent to the Philippines need not 
worry about the possibility of any tropical epidemic 
getting beyond the control of the local Board of Health. 
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Richard Olney, Secretary of State under President 
Cleveland, in a paper read before the American Society 
ef International Law in Washington on April 25 ex- 
pressed the conviction that the “all nations” clause of 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty means only the “customers” 
of the canal, and that since a nation cannot be both 
customer and owner the United States is not supposed 
te be included in the words “all nations.” He opposed 
referring the matter to The Hague, because all nations 
were interested in the outcome, but advocated an inde- 
pendent arbitration tribunal. Rear Admiral Charles H. 
Stockton, U.S.N., retired, was of the opinion that this 
country was expressly included, and that “the best 
American jurists believe we are now violating several 
of our treaty obligations.” Lewis Nixon, of New York, 
was among those to agree with Mr. Olney, as did most 
of the speakers. “There is not one word or phrase,” 
said Mr. Nixon, “that even by implication denies our 
right to give free tollg to our vessels in any trade. I am 
satisfied that this is understood, and that the strategy 
of present movements is that violent protests against 
remission of tolls on vessels in the coasting trade may 
make us content to rest our case there and not regulate 
commerce in the constitutional and more beneficial way 
to the nation by freeing our vessels from tolls in the 
foreign trade.” 
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Members of the Services doing duty on the Isthmus 
have written home about the strange floating islands 
that dot Gatun Lake. The Canal Record explains this 
phenomenon. At times Gatun Lake has not a speck of 
any kind on its surface except for an occasional white- 
capped wavelet; an hour later the surface is seen to be 
dotted with small green islets. These small floating 





islands, as they are called, are masses of vegetation and 
earth loosened from the bottom of the lake, consisting 
mainly of sticks and leaves held together by clay, with 
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grass and other vegetation growing upon them. Though 
these islets have been found as large as three acres in 
extent on the lake, they are no obstacle to a steamer, 
but they would impede a launch. They are firm enough 
for a man to walk upon them safely. The sudden 
appearance of them is caused by the change of wind. 
They. have previously been driven against the trees on 
the south side of the anchorage basin at Gatun by the 
wind blowing up the Chagres Valley, as it commonly 
does. Thus, if there is a lull in the breeze or a change 
of direction the islets drift out into'the lake. The winds, 
however, in the Zone region are not marked for severity. 
There is*no record of a wind storm of cyclonic dimen- 
sions ever having visited that part of the Isthmus. The 
maximum velocity of record since the Americans took 
charge of the meteorological observations occurred in 
July, 1909, when during a storm on the Pacific Slope 


from the southeast a velocity of fifty-nine- miles an hour . 


was attained for a brief period. Taking the three points 
of Cristobal, Culebra and Ancon, the average maximum 
velocities for three years have run between twenty-four 
and a third miles an hour to thirty-one. Sometimes late 
in the year Cristobal and Colon are visited by heavy 
“northers,” but such winds even do not reach a velocity 
above forty miles. 
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Monitors are used on the Panama Canal, not the kind 
which John Ericsson made famous, but monitors of the 
hydraulic type which will assist in the excavation of the 
tops of masses of earth that threaten to produce slides. 
The monitors will sluice the tops of the menacing masses, 
more especially that part around Gold Hill which rises 
to an elevation 652 feet above sea level and presents a 
sheer face of dark, hard rock 482 feet above the canal 
bottom. The object of the sluicing will be to draw away 
the material into the valley toward which the earth 
slopes on the two sides, and at the rear of Gold Hill. It 
is estimated that between a million and a million and a 
half cubic yards can be washed down the slide into the 
canal to be removed by the suction dredge. The ma- 
terial to be excavated is mostly soft earth and includes 
a dump made from the French excavation. The power 
of the pumping engines will be 7,500 gallons of water a 
minute at a pressure of 150 pounds. It is expected that 
sluicing will begin about the middle of June. The 
grand total of canal excavation to April 1 was 195,- 
589,407 cubic yards, leaving to be excavated 22,548,892 
yards. 'The total excavation last March was 2,625,838 
cubic yards as against 2,803,015 yards in March, 1912. 
The newspapers have sought to make it appear that a 
recent decision of Judge Thompson in the naturaliza- 
tion case of a woman nurse, formerly in the employ of 
the Isthmian Canal Commission, declared that residence 
in the Canal Zone, for the purpose of naturalization as 


American citizens, is residence within the territory of- 


the United States. The Division of Naturalization at 


Washington announce that Judge Thompson’s decision: 


could not bear that construction. He did not hold that 
residence on the zone was residence in the United States. 
He merely asserted that because of certain peculiar facts 
in connection with the nurse’s case her residence was in 
Philadelphia and that her absence was merely incidental 
to her employment as a nurse. 
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Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, commanding the New 
York National Guard, has taken another step for the 
more practical training of officers, in addition to the 
establishment of the schools of application. For some 
time past the General has been making efforts to provide 
field officers of Infantry with the opportunity to learn 
to ride. His plan has been finally approved by Governor 
Sulzer, and this week the Chief Quartermaster of the 
division, Lieut. Col. Arthur F. Townsend, purchased 
nine bay geldings. These animals, after being branded, 
will be sent to the training stables of the 1st Cavalry 
at Van Cortlandt Park, to be schooled for- thirty days, 
after which they will be sent to the schools of applica- 
tion and to the brigade camps. In the fall the plan is 
to send the animals to New York city and station them 
in one of the armories of the mounted commands for 
use by field officers of Infantry under regulations to be 
prescribed by the Chief Quartermaster of the division. 
It is believed that the Infantry officers will be glad to 
take advantage of the opportunity to acquire experience 
in horsemanship ard healthful exercise without expense. 
Many excellent -fieid officers of Infantry in the past have 
been handicapped when in the field through lack of ex- 
perience in horsemanship. ‘The system referred to will 
be extended each year as appropriations permit, until 
similar provision is made for the Infantry officers in each 
brigade. The state will thus be provided with a nucleus 
of animals which. though numerically small in each 
brigade district, will, when combined for any character 
of service, furnish a force of efficient, trained, military 
animals. The plan is a highly commendable and progres- 
sive one. In speaking of mounts General O’Ryan re- 
cently said: “The serious problem of suitable mounts 
always confronts the troops. It is hoped that the 
Federal Government will see fit to provide at least 
forage for all suitable mounts kept for military purposes. 
No state Guard has done as much as New York toward 
solving this problem.” 
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In an article in the New York Tribune on “A Square 
Deal for China,” Dr. Louis Livingston Seaman makes a 
strong argument for the immediate recognition of the 
new government of China. The price of the recognition 
of the Chinese republic seems to be $300,000,000 upon 
terms that China is as yet unwilling to accept. Of this 
Dr. Seaman says: “Of course such a loan would be 
advantageous commercially to the United States; an 
immense market would be developed. The Tartar mon- 
archy resigned and turned over the government to the 
new régime. The government of China has always been 
a de jure, not merely a de facto government, and yet not 
a nation in the world has given recognition to the new 
government of China. Her ambassadors and ministers 
are without powers. The Chinese republic is held up 
though she maintains she will go ahead with her new 
government, whether recognized or not.” The Chinese 
republic deserves formal recognition because of the char- 
acter of the revolution which made it possible. It ob- 
tained the maximum of liberty with the minimum of 
bloodshed. It was an evolution, the most potent 
factors of which were those of peace, and not of war. 
As stated by Dr. Chao-chu Wu, son of ex-Minister Wu 
Ting-fang, “the Manchu rulers were not illegally driven 
from the throne, but they abdicated of themselves and 
with their last act legalized the republic, The abdica- 


tion edict transfers the sovereignty, hitherto vested in 
the Emperor alone, to the people; it legalizes the re- 
public, and what is more to the purpose it constitutes 
a recognition of the new government by the sovereign 
power.” When the fallen government of China has itself 
recognized the new government what reason is there for 
other governments to delay? 
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Ensign Fitzhugh Green, U.S.N., has been detailed by 
the Navy Department to serve as scientist for the ex- 
pedition under Mr. Donald B. MacMillan, who in June 
will lead a scientific expedition for the exploration of 
Crocker Land, about 83 degrees North, under the patron- 
age of the American Museum of Natural History and 
the National Geographical Society. Ensign Green, Mr. 
MacMillan and Dr. E. O. Hovey, curator of the museum, 
were entertained at luncheon in the Merchants’ Club, 
New York city, on April 19, by Mr. Edwin W. Sparks, 
an amateur of exploration whose interest in the project 
has been deeply aroused. Mr. MacMillan’s original 
plans were for an expedition in company with George 
Borup, son of Major Henry D. Borup, U.S.A., retired, 
whose untimely death last April halted the preparations 
as they were approaching successful completion. Art the 
luncheon Mr. MacMillan explained in outline his scheme 
for three years of study of the unknown land for which 
he is bound, which is believed to be of Continental pro- 
portions. Ensign Green gave a superficial account of 
the preparation for wireless work by means of which 
the party hopes to keep in touch with the world through- 
out its stay in the North, even to the extent of receiv- 
ing the time signals for daily correction of its chronom- 
eters. Dr. Hovey contributed an account of some of 
the methods by which assistance has been obtained for 
the expedition. So impressed were Mr. Sparks’s other 
guests by the confidence of the scientists that several of 
them pledged substantial aid to the enterprise in various 
details of its equipment. Besides Dr. Hovey, Mr. Mac- 
Millan and Ensign Green, Mr. Sparks’s guests were: 
George Barry Mallon, of the Butterick Publishing Com- 
pany; Harold MacD. Anderson, of the Sun; Mr. Henry 
D. Cooper, George Gray, Benjamin D. Riegel, C. Rich- 
ardson, Frederick Jardine and Randolph Brandt. 
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We would warn any of our friends who may receive 
pamphlets purporting to illustrate the atrocities of the 
Balkan war to be on their guard, as there has developed 
a brisk trade in faked atrocities. Recently a pamphlet 
containing photographs of a most distressing kind was 
issued to the members of the House of Commons. On 


one page appeared a photograph of murdered non- 
combatants, supposed to illustrate the atrocities of the 
Balkan allies during the present war against Turkey. 
Mr. Noel Buxton, member of Parliament, was rightly 
indignant when he saw it, for he recalled that the same 
pamphlet had been placed in his hands as long ago as 
January, 1911. “It was then,” said Mr. Buxton, “being 
used by both parties to the quarrels on the borders of 
Turkey and Bulgaria, which often led to bloodshed.” 
The Turks used it just as effectively as the Christians. 
The Army and Navy Gazette of London remembers a 
picture of the “defeat of the English by the Boers,” 
which circulated in Europe during the war in South 
Africa. The artist had simply taken a talented sketch 
representing the 5th Lancers’ successful charge at 
Elandslaagte, and had transferred the beards of the 
Boers to the faces of the Royal Irish Lancers. The 
effect was comical, especially on the features of a boy 
trumpeter, but it served. 
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A certain Socialistic journal, published in Kansas, 
said that the “ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL threw a con- 
niption fit because it can’t stop the circulation of this 
paper,” and that we asked why something cannot be 
done to prohibit the circulation of the paper. The ques- 
tion was propounded by one of our readers. As for our- 


selves we believe that the American people’s common 
sense is a strong deterrent to prevent any such sheet 
from acquiring a dangerous influence among the real, 
thinking, solid people of American communities. Its 
vaporings may have some effect upon ignorant immi- 
grants that do not know the first principle of political 
economy or those great truths of government upon which 
the fathers built this republic. No journal may _ be 
counted as dangerous to the structure of this government 
so long as its editorial utterances are often clothed in 
the language of abuse. The thinking American voters 
desire something better than malevolence. and envy. 
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After reprinting the figures we gave recently con- 
trasting the productive yields of German lands with 
those of the United States in favor of the former, the 
Chicago Inter-Ocean says: “Germany is an empire and 
America is a republic. A large standing army and com- 
pulsory military service are contrary to our American 
ideas. Yet we can see the enormous possibilities in Ger- 
many’s military training of the young, supplemented by 
vocational training. The contrast drawn by the ARMY 
AND NAvy JOURNAL between the military training of 
the young German and that of the young American who 
too often gets no training at all is something for the 
citizen to think over carefully.” 
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The military department of Purdue University, La- 
fayette, Ind., under the direction of Capt. Harrison 
Jackson Price, A.B., 24th Inf., U.S.A., as professor of 
military science and tactics and commandant of cadets, 
is equipped with 800 United States magazine rifles, cali- 
ber .30, model 1898, with 1902 sights, and an equal 
number of fair leather equipments, eighteen .22 caliber 
gallery rifles, model 1903, one national color and one corps 
color. During good weather the drills are held out of 
doors, and when the weather is inclement they are held 
in the Army, which accommodates one battalion at a 

me. 
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The Navy Department has received a request from 
the father of a midshipman, now under treatment for

The father has been informed that 
the serum is not on the market and the Department has 
no information concerning it other than published re- 
ports, but if he can secure the serum with full direc- 
tions for its use, and will assume all responsibility as to 
the outcome, the Department will co-operate by having 
it administered at Las Animas.

DIVISION AND BRIGADE ORGANIZATION. 


Secretary of War Garrison has given evidence of his 
determination to support the recommendations of the 
board for the reorganization of the Army, and he, in- 
tends to make definite recommendations to Congress for 
carrying out the scheme. In a communication given out 
on April 25, Secretary Garrison suggests to Congress 
that means be provided by which at least a division of 
the Army be mobilized each year. Although he does not 
put this in definite form in his communication, he will 
probably do so in his first annual report. The Secre- 
tary takes an occasion again to pay a very high tribute 
to former Secretary Stimson, declaring that much was 
done under the Stimson administration and indicates a 
desire to follow the lines of his predecessor. Secretary 
Garrison says: 

“Heretofore, for reasons which it is not now neces- 
sary to dwell upon, the Army of the United States within 
the territorial limits of the country was scattered in so 
many small units that the training of the officers and 
men in anything higher than regimental drill or ma- 
neuvering was impracticable. Various suggestions look- 
ing to a remedy of this situation have been made. All 
who have studied the question, however much they 
may disagree upon other matters, agree upon this: that 
time will be saved and efficiency will be promoted by 
having the different units composing each larger unit 
assigned thereto. Just as each company is a component 
part of a regiment, so each regiment must be a compo- 
nent part of a brigade and each brigade must be a com- 
ponent part of a division, if any useful results of or- 
ganization are to be attained. ar 

“Tt was to effect this desirable end that my distin- 
guished predecessor, Secretary Stimson, did the best he 
could. under existing conditions, and assigned the regi- 
ments to brigades and the brigades to divisions in such a 
way that the commander of each of the latter, upon 
being ordered to do so, could at once concentrate or 
mobilize his entire command, necessitating only one 
order from headquarters here to him to set the machin- 
ery in motion. 

“TI do not purpose in this brief space to deal at great 
length with this matter or with one closely allied to it, 
namely, the best distribution, all things considered, of 
the Army throughout the United States in times of peace. 
At the present time I do not think there is any dis- 
agreement upon one point, namely, that there are en- 
tirely too many Army posts, and that many of them are 
not where they are useful or desirable under existing 
conditions. Whetlier this situation should be remedied 
by concentrating the Army into a few quite large posts, 
or into only so many as would permit a regiment at 
least to be quartered in each, I have not as yet formed 
any definite conclusion in my own mind. Much may 
be said effectively upon each side of this question. I 
hope, when I get the time, to give this matter my most 
earnest consideration with a desire to reach a conclusion 
that is best for the Army, which, of course, will be that 
which is best for the country. 

“Under the order of Secretary Stimson before alluded 
to, the Regular Army was organized, as before stated, 
into divisions and brigades. This was done for two prin- 
cipal objects; the first being the definite assignment of 
commanders, their staff officers, and organizations to the 
higher tactical units, which heretofore has always been 
done in times of stress and confusion, and after war had 
been declared or actually entered upon; the second being 
the higher tactical training of the commanders, their 
staffs, and the organizations, so as to make these effec- 
tive. 

“The purpose of the order, in so far as the first object 
is concerned, has been accomplished. 

“The accomplishment of the second object of the order 
will not be so immediate or easy of execution. As previ- 
ously pointed out, owing to circumstances over which 
the Army has no control, and as a result in large meas- 
ure of necessities which in the past may be said to have 
been vital to the developmefit of our country, the Army 
is stationed in many posts, and in small commands. This 
scattered condition prevents that practical training of 
brigades and divisions, and their commanders and staffs, 
which is so essential for war purposes. } ‘ 

“Until some such plan can be worked out, it will 
readily be seen how important it is that at times the 
larger units be assembled temporarily for the purpose of 
what may be called war training. 

“Under Gen. William H. Carter, who is in command, 
and who as commander of the former provisional division 
at San Antonio gained valuable practical experience, a 
division has been temporarily concentrated in Texas and 
a series of brigade and divisional maneuvers under war 
conditions are now being carried on, during which not 
only war problems are being studied and worked out in 
the field, but field supply, wagon and rail transportation 
and camp sanitation are being tried out, the new Infan- 
try equipment is being tested, and, most valuable of all, 
generals are learning, practically, the duties of command 
in the field, which, in many cases up to the present time, 
they have had the opportunity to study only in text- 
books, or to put into practice with the smaller units. 

“Trrespective of the purpose for which concentrated, 
and considered only as a school, it is evident that any 
expense involved will be more than repaid in the practi- 
eal training received by officers upon whose shoulders 
will rest the responsibility for the lives of our soldiers 
in camp and their conduct in the field. 

“No better illustration can be given of the value of 
divisional organization and training than to compare the 
concentration of the troops just made with that of two 
years ago at San Antonio. At that time it was neces- 
sary, first to determine what troops would constitute the 
division, then to select its commander and staff, then to 
send out from the War Department hundreds of tele- 
grams to the small commands scattered all over the 
country ordering the concentration, and finally, _when 
the concentration was made, to organize the brigades 
and division, and to assign commanders and their staffs. 
There resulted as a consequence much delay and con- 
fusion. In the present instance, the organization al- 
ready existing, it was only necessary to designate the 
division which it was desired to move, which was the 
2d, and to notify its commander, Major Gen. William H. 
Carter, and the staff department charged with its trans- 
portation. The result was that General Carter issued 
orders to his command, and concentrated his division in 
Texas City and-Galveston promptly and without con- 
fusion. This serves to illustrate what may be called the 
administrative advantages of the division and brigade 
organization, as well as the value of the movement as a 
means of practical instruction. ; 

“T hope that war may never come, but in the present 
stage of civilization we must recognize the possibility ; 
and it is with this idea in mind that I say I believe it 
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would be well for the country if our legislators would 
make provision for the annual assembling of at least one 
division, as a school wherein our officers might be given 


_ that practical training which is so necessary to develop 


educated generals and staff officers. We may not need 
a large Army, but it should be one which in organization 
and training is as nearly perfect as it is possible to 
make it. Otherwise, whatever is spent is not bringing 
its full efficient return; and this applies to thought, skill 
and training as well as to money.”

THE SEMI-AUTOMATIC SHOULDER RIFLE. 

From the office of the Chief of Ordnance, Washington, 
D.C., under date of April 26, Lieut. Col. John T. Thomp- 
son, Ord. Dept., U.S.A., has addressed a letter to the 
manufacturers of armament, in which he says: 

“T am directed by the Chief of Ordnance to inform you 





that the Ordnance Department, U.S. Army, is desirous 


of obtaining a design of semi-automatic shoulder rifle 
which will be able to meet the rigid requirements which 
such an arm must possess in order to be accepted as a 
Service weapon.” 

When it appears, the letter continues, that the develop- 
ment of the semi-automatic shoulder rifle has progressed 
so that preliminary trials would indicate a successful 
solution of the problem a final competitive test will then 
be had in order to determine whether any make of semi- 
automatic rifle is suited to the requirements of the 
United States. Inventors or others having a semi-auto- 
matic rifle which they desire to submit to preliminary 
trial should address their application for such test to 
the “Chief of Ordnance, U.S. Army, Washington, D.C.” 
Rifles submitted using other than the U.S. ball cart- 
ridge, model of 1906, should be accompanied by at least 
800 rounds of ammunition. Ammunition required if of 
service pattern will be furnished by the United States. 
Only rifles in a completed condition and capable of using 
full service charges will be accepted for trial. 

The following features are considered necessary for a 
military arm of this type: The rifle should be as simple, 
strong and compact as possible and the mechanism 
should be well protected from the entrance of sand, rain 
or dirt and not liable to derangement due to accident, 
long wear and tear or exposure to dampness, sand, etc., 
or fouling from long continued firing. The mechanism 
should have as few parts as possible and be readily dis- 
mounted. Parts that require to be cleaiaed and oiled 
should be capable of being disassembled and assembled 
without the use of tools. 

The caliber should be about .30. The filling of the 
magazine should be by means of a “charger” or clip, 
having a capacity of five or more cartridges. The weight 
of the bullet, which should be pointed, should be ‘not less 
than 150 grains nor more than 180 grains. The initial 
velocity should be not less than 2,650 feet per second 
with a chamber pressure of not more than 51,000 pounds 
per square inch. 

The bolt supporting the base of the cartridge must at 
the moment of firing be locked positively and must not 
depend merely on its inertia, on friction or on the pres- 
sure of springs to resist separation on discharge. It 
must be impossible to fire until such locking is complete. 
The bolt or block should remain open when the last cart- 


_Tidge in the magazine has been fired. ‘The trigger pull 


must be not less than three or more than four and a half 
pounds. An efficient safety device must be provided, 
permitting the rifle to be carried cocked without danger. 

The rifle should be capable of firing at least fifty 
rounds per minute, or at that rate for several clips, 
when firing as rapidly as possible. It must be capable 
of being used either as an automatic loading rifle, or as 
an ordinary magazine rifle, the change being simply and 
rapidly effected. It must function as an automatic rifle, 
both with and without the bayonet fixed. 

When used as a magazine rifle, the bolt must work 
freely by hand. The firing mechanism should permit 
recocking without moving bolt in case of misfire. There 
should be reasonable certainty of action in automatic 
loading and ejection and comparative easy action in 
ejecting by hand in case of misfire or jam. The rifle must 
have good balance and shape, adapted to shoulder firing. 
It should not be automatic, i.e., the rifle is to fire only 
one shot for each pressure of the trigger. The weight, 
with magazine empty and without bayonet, should not 
exceed ten nor be less than eight pounds. The accuracy 
must not be less than that of the present service rifle. 

The following features are considered desirable: Such 
separation of parts that each part may be readily re- 
placed in case of repair. Parts riveted or brazed to- 
gether are objectionable. Vertical in preference to side 
ejection of the cartridge case. No special tools for dis- 
mounting or assembling. An automatic indicator show- 
ing the number of cartridges in the magazine. Rifle to 


‘use cartridges having a total length of not more than 


three inches. Shorter cartridges will allow reduction 
in length of receiver, and will facilitate feeding. This 
is considered a very desirable feature. Rifle designed to 
permit the use of blank cartridges in field exercises and 
maneuvers. 

The following features are preferable. A bolt securely 
locked to the barrel until the bullet has left the bore. A 
bolt in one piece, to a bolt with a separate head. 

Rifles submitted for preliminary trial will be tested by 
a board of ordnance officers at a place to be designated 
by the Chief of Ordnance, and according to the follow- 
ing program: The rifle will be disassembled and an ex- 
amination made of all working parts. The number and 
names of all parts, and the kinds of springs will be noted. 

The time, also the number and kind of tools required 
for each of the following operations, will be noted: To 
disassemble and to assemble the rifle. To dismount and 
to assemble the breech and magazine mechanism with 
the exception of the bolt or block. To disassemble and 
to assemble the bolt or block. 

The rifle will be fired as an automatic loader 100 
rounds to observe generai behavior. The firing will be 
deliberate enough to prevent the necessity of cooling dur- 
ing this test. To test rapidity with accuracy, the rifle 
will be fired from the shoulder at a target 6x2 feet, 
range 100 feet, under the following conditions, the cart- 
ridges in “clips” or “chargers” being disposed at will 
upon a table: Number of shots and hits firing for one 
minute, using rifle as an automatic loader; test begun 
with magazine empty. Same using rifle as a hand loader. 
Any cartridges missing fire in this or other tests will be 
opened to ascertain the cause of failure. 

Tests of rapidity at will will be the same, except that 
the number of hits will not be considered and that the rifle 
may be fired from the hip without ain. into a butt at 
short range. The velocity of the bullet at a distance of 
thirty-three feet from the muzzle will be determined, tak- 
ing the mean of five shots. 

Dust.—With the mechanism closed, and both ends of 
the barrel tightly corked, the rifle will be exposed to a 
blast of fine sand for two minutes, It will then be fired 
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twenty rounds under each of the neening: conditions : 
Magazine empty when exposed to dust. efore firing 
charge the magazine and fire as automatic loader. Maga- 
zine loaded when exposed to dust. In case the automatic 
loading mechanism fails to work in either test, the rifle 
will then be tried as a hand loader. 

Endurance.—The rifle will be fired deliberately 500 
rounds as an automatic loader for endurance, cooling 
the barrel after each fifty rounds: ‘The general work- 
ing will then be examined. 

Decreased charges.—The rifle will: be fired twelve 
rounds as an automatic loader with cartridges in which 
the powder charge has been decreased so that the first 
four fired will give pressures 25 per cent. less, the sec- 
ond four 15 per cent, and the last four 10 per cent. less 
than the service pressure. 

Excessive charges.—The rifle will be fired five times 
as a hand loader with cartridges in which the charge of 
powder is so increased as to produce a chamber pressure 
of 6,400 pounds per square inch, 

The rifle will be fired twice as a hand loader with 
each of the following cartridges: Cross-filed on head of 
case to nearly the thickness of metal. . Cut at intervals 
through extractor groove into powder space. Cut longi- 
tudinally nearly through body of shell. : 

Rust.—The mechanism will be thoroughly cleansed of 
grease, the ends of the barrel tightly corked, and the 
rifle then placed in a solution of sal amoniac for five 
minutes. After exposure to the open air for twenty-four 
hours, ten shots will be fired as an automatic leader. 
In case the automatic loading mechanism fails to work, 
the rifle will then be tried as a hand loader. 

General remarks.—During the preliminary trials the 
rifle will be entirely in the hands of the board, but such 
alterations or repairs as are desired by the inventor will 
be permitted, If the rifle fails in any test the inventor 
may withdraw the rifle for such repairs or alterations 
as he may desire to make, after which he may again 
submit his rifle to the board, and the remainder of the 
program may then be continued. If the rifle fails in any 
test the remainder of the program may be discontinued 
in the discretion of the board. Any rifle which success- 
fully passes the preliminary tests may be subjected to 
such final competitive tests as may be prescribed by the 
Chief of Ordnance, U.S. Army.

NATIONAL ROAD BUILDING. 


The Post Office Appropriation bill approved Aug. 24, 
1912, contained the following proviso: 

Provided, That there is hereby appropriated the sum of 
$500,000, out of any money in the Coes not otherwise 
appropriated, to be expended by the Secretary of Agriculture 
in co-operation with the Postmaster General in improving 
the conditions of roads to be selected by them over which 
rural delivery is or may hereafter be established, such im- 
provement to be for the purpose of ascertaining the increase 
in the territory which could be served by each carrier as a 
result of such improvement, the possible increase of the 
number of delivery days in each year, the amount required 
in excess of local expenditures for the proper maintenance of 
such roads, and the relative saving to the Government in the 
operation of the Rural Delivery Service, and to the local] in- 
habitants in the transportation of their products by reason 
of such improvement and report the results in detail to Con- 
gress: Provided, That the state or the local subdivision 
thereof in which such improvement is made under this pro- 
vision shall furnish double the amount of money for the im- 
provement of the road or roads so selected. Such improve- 
ment shall be made under the supervision of the Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

That the Secretary of Agriculture and the Postmaster Gen- 
eral are hereby directed to report to Congress within one 
year after the ratification of this act the result of their 
operations under this act, the number of miles of road im- 
proved, the cost of same, and such other information as they 
may have acquired in connection with the operation of this 
act, together with such recommendations as shall seem wise 
for providing a general plan of national aid for the improve- 
ment of postal roads in co-operation with the states and 
counties, and to bring about as near as possible such co: 
operation among the various states as will insure uniform 
and equitable interstate highway regulations, and for pro- 
viding necessary funds for carrying out such plans of national 
aid, if it shall be deemed feasible to provide the same or any 
part thereof otherwise than by appropriation from the Treas- 
ury for that purpose. 

The experience of the state of New York, where fifty 
millions has been appropriated for building state roads, 
shows the importance of including in any system of 
national aid for roads some methods of thorough super- 
vision to secure the best possible result. The work of 
providing proper specifications for the roads, and seeing 
that they are conformed to, should be entrusted to the 
Engineer Corps of the Army, which should be enlarged 
to meet the additional demand upon it. The mail carriers 
traveling over these roads should be provided with postal 
cards addressed to the proper authority in Washington 
and having on the back of each card lines indicating 
roads and cross roads, marked off in miles and having 
the north, south, east and west direction indicated. 
When the carrier discovers any break in a road, or any 
condition requiring attention, he can easily locate the 
defect by a mark on the card showing its relations to 
the nearest town. In this way daily supervision of the 
roads can be obtained at a minimum of expense and 
trouble and the least possible exercise of intelligence. 
Army officers located in the vicinity of any of these 
roads, automobilists and other citizens traveling over 
the roads should be encouraged to make report of 
anything they may discover. It is understood that each 
state in the Union is to be allotted about $8,000 for the 
improvement of two post roads each year, with a reserve 
fund of about $2,000 to be spent annually in the mainte- 
nance of such roads. To avail themselves of the govern- 
ment cash each state must expend twice these amounts 
in road building and maintenance. It will be a great 
mistake, however, to have the work of supervision en- 
trusted wholly to local authorities. 

Mr. John N. Willys in the New York Times calls 
attention to the value of motor trucks in road building. 
One Eastern contracting firm has been using a motor 
truck in this work for several months, and reports that 
the vehicle is accomplishing the same results as five 
two-horse teams did under the old system.- The truck, 
equipped with a five-ton dumping body, not only carries 
twice the load formerly hauled by a team, but makes the 
trip in far less time, and further demonstrates its 
economy by doing away with a large percentage of the 
necessary labor. The truck dumps and automatically 
spreads its load of crushed stone better than could be 
accomplished by hand labor, and only the driver and an 
assistant are required for the work, where before a large 
crew of shovellers were necessary to distribute the 
material over the roadbed after it was unloaded from 
the wagon.

ESTABLISHING A COAST GUARD. 

A bill. (S. 760) consolidating the Life-Saving Service 
and Revenue Cutter Service under the name of the Coast 
Guard was, as heretofore noted, introduced on April 12 
by Senator Charles E. Townsend, of Michigan. A new 
bill, slightly modifying some provisions of S. 760, was 
introduced by Senator Townsend on May 1. This meas- 
ure is the result of an agreement between the Life-Sav- 
ing Service and the Revenue Cutter Service and will 
have the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury. A 
bill, which was practically the same, was introduced at 
last session and received the approval of the former Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, but not until this session was 
an agreement attained among all the interested parties 


to support it. In the opinion of Senator Townsend the 
bill will be passed by the Senate at this session and 
after the tariff bill is out of the way will receive serious 
consideration in the House. Under the terms of the 
bill the Coast Guard will constitute a part of the mili- 
tary forces of the United States which will be operated 
under the Treasury Department in time of peace and 
become a part of the Navy, subject to the orders of the 
Secretary of the Navy, in time of war. This change in 
the status of the Coast Guard will be effective upon the 
order of the President. All the provisions of the law, 
providing for the retirement of officers of the Revenue 
Cutter Service are extended to the commissioned officers, 
warrant officers and enlisted men of the Coast Guard. 
Service of thirty-five years will entitle them to retire- 
ment with seventy-five per cent. of their pay and allow- 
ances. They will also receive an increase of ten per 
cent. of pay for every five years’ service. y : 

Senator Townsend, in discussing the merits of his 
bill, said: “It will not only harmonize a great many 
embarrassing differences between the two Services, but 
will be a substantial recognition of the great work that 
has been done by the Life-Saving Service. For years 
Congress has refused to recognize what the Life-Saving 
Service has done in the way of saving human life and 
property, but now I think that this reward is near at 
hand. The failure of Congress to act has been due more 
to the differences of opinion as to what legislation was 
required to carry out this plan, but now we seem to 
have reached an agreement which will actually reduce 
the expenses of maintaining two services, and at the 
same time will give the Life-Saving Service its just dues. 


The following is the text of the bill: 


That there shall be established, in lieu of the existing 
Revenue Cutter Service and the Life-Saving Service, to be 
composed of those two existing organizations, with the exist- 
ing offices and positions and the incumbent officers and men 
of those two services, the Coast Guard, which shall consti- 
tute a part of the military forces of the United States and 
which shall operate under the Treasury Department in time 
of peace aad operate as a part of the Navy, subject to the 
orders of the Secretary of the Navy, in time of war, or when 
the President shall so direct. When subject to the Secretary 
of the Navy in time of war the expense of the Coast Guard 
shall be paid as a part of the Navy Department. ; 

Sec. 2. That in the Coast Guard there shall be a captain 
commandant, senior captains, captains, first lieutenants, sec- 
ond lieutenants, third lieutenants, engineer-in-chief, captains 
of engineers, first lieutenants of engineers, second lieuten- 
ants of engineers, third lieutenants of engineers and con- 
structors, cadets and cadet engineers, warrant officers, petty 
officers, and other enlisted men, all of said offices, respec- 
tively, corresponding to the present offices of the Revenue 
Cutter Service, which are transferred to the Coast Guard, 
and all the present incumbents, officers, and enlisted men are 
also transferred to corresponding positions in the Coast 
Guard; a general superintendent, assistant general superin- 
tendent, district superintendents, keepers and surfmen, which 
offices and positions shall be transferred from the correspond- 
ing positions in the existing Life-Saving Service and be made 
like positions in the Coast Guard, and all the incumbent 
officers and surfmen shall be transferred to such correspond- 
ing positions in the Coast Guard, in which the superintend- 
ents shall be commissioned as such officers, keepers shall be 
warrant officers, and surfmen shall be enlisted men, of which 
enlisted men the number one surfmen shall be petty officers. 

There shall be in the administrative service of the Coast 
Guard two chiefs of division, with annual salary of $3,000 
each, together with such clerical and technical positions and 
the incumbents therein as it may be necessary to transfer 
from the two existing organizations to the Coast Guard, abol- 
ishing such clerical positions as may not be needed. There 
may be such other clerical and technical assistance as may 
from time to time be authorized by Congress. f ; 

Except as herein modified, all existing laws relating either 
to the present Life-Saving Service or the present Revenue 
Cutter Service shall remain in force as far as applicable to 
the Coast Guard, and the offices, positions, operations, and 
duties shall in all respects be held and construed to impose 
the same duties upon the positions and their incumbents in 
the Coast Guard as are now imposed upon the corresponding 
positions and incumbents in the said two existing organiza- 
tions. ‘ 

All duties now performed by the Revenue Cutter Service 
and Life-Saving Service shall continue to be performed by the 
Coast Guard, and all such duties, together with all duties that 
may hereafter be imposed upon the Coast Guard, shall be 
administered by the captain commandant, under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, and all funds and appro- 
priations now provided by law for the Revenue Cutter Serv- 
ice, and all funds and appropriations now provided by law 
for the Life-Saving Service shall be available for like pur- 
poses under the Coast Guard hereby created. 

Sec. 3. That all existing laws affecting the pay and allow- 
ance for the present offices and their incumbents shall apply 
to the corresponding positions in the Coast Guard, and the 
officers and men transferred thereto and their successors. The 
provisions of Secs. 4, 5, 6, 7 and 9 of the Act of April 12, 
1902, providing for the retirement of officers of the Revenue 
Cutter Service, are hereby extended to include commissioned 
officers, warrant officers, and enlisted men of the Coast Guard. 
A commissioned officer, warrant officer, or enlisted man who 
has served thirty-five years may, upon suitable application, 
be placed on waiting orders and receive seventy-five per 
centum of the pay and allowance of his grade or rating: 
Provided, That such commissioned officer, warrant officer, or 
enlisted man may be assigned to such duties as he may be 
able to perform. The commissioned officers, warrant officers, 
and petty officers of the Coast Guard shall receive ten per 
centum increase of pay for every five years of service, such 
increase not to exceed forty per centum of the pay of their 
grade or rating, subject to the limitations of existing laws 
governing longevity pay: Provided further, That in comput- 
ing length of service all creditable service in the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, Revenue Cutter Service and Life-Saving Serv- 
ice shall be included, counting part of a year as a whole 
year where stations were operated only part of a year: And 
provided further, That no person shall receive for the same 
time retired pay and the extra pay allowed under Sec. 7 of 
the Act of May 4, 1882. The provisions of Sec. 3 of the Act 
of March 26, 1908, increasing the efficiency of the personnel 
ef the Life-Saving Service shall apply to the death of any 
officer, warrant officer, or enlisted man on the active list in 
the Coast Guard: Provided that. No pension shall be allowed 
or paid to any commissioned officer, warrant officer, or en- 
listed man in the Coast Guard either on the active or retired 
list. 

Sec. 4. That hereafter, whenever a vacancy occurs in the 
grade of keeper of a life-saving station or house of refuge, 
it shall be filled by promotion and appointment from the 
grade of surfman, and whenever a vacancy shall occur in the 
grade of district superintendent the vacancy shall be filled 
by promotion and appointment from the grade of keeper. 

As soon as the organization of the Coast Guard is com- 
pleted the President is authorized to retire the general sup- 
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erintendent on seventy-five per centum of his present salary, 
and no further appointment shall be made to such office. At 
the same time the office of assistant general superintendent 
shall be abolished. 

Sec. 5. That the captain commandant of the Coast Guard 
shall submit to the Secretary of the Treasury, for transmis- 
sion to Congress, an annual report of the expenditures of the 
moneys appropriated for the maintenance of the Coast Guard 
and of the operations of the Coast Guard during the year. 

Sec. 6. That this act shall become effective on the first day 
of the fourth month next following the date of its passage.

SECRETARY DANIELS’S PLANS. 





Secretary of the Navy Daniels was in New York city 
for a day last week, and was promptly interviewed by 


the reporters of the daily papers. The Sun quotes him

“ Capt. Reynold T. Hall in his address said, in part: 

When Spain’s neglect to accede to our demands made 





‘war imminent, the people of the Pacific coast, like those 


of the Atlantic, made strenuous efforts to have their 
ports made secure against attack from a hostile fleet. 
The wise judgment of those at Washington decided that 
the best way to protect our coastlines was to cripple 
or destroy the enemy’s ships that could be brought to 
attack our shores. Our country’s squadron of the 
Asiatic Station had been promptly assembled in Hong 
Kong waters, thoroughly prepared for war. When the 
signal was hoisted, ‘Get under way,’ the long period of 
restraint was over, the long looked for opportunity had 
come, and all were filled with subdued eagerness, though 
in a cool fighting mood. 

“Throughout the battle of Manila Bay there was 
everywhere perfect discipline and cool, deliberate execu- 
tion of orders. The condition of things aboard ship was 
just as though we were at target practice. We had had 
target practice; the Spaniards evidently had not. The 
position of the Spaniards, coupled with their heavy 
batteries on shore, gave them a treméndous advantage. 
Nothing but good luck and the bad aim of the Spaniards 
saved us from horrible loss of life that day. 

“The Petre], on which I had the honor of serving, had 
the good fortune to be struck only once by a glancing 
fragment of shell. Among the enemy’s ships there was 
quite a different state of affairs. The Reina Christina, 
flagship, was a wreck about her decks, guns disabled, 
steering gears were carried away, one of her boiler drums 
pierced, and she was on fire. The Castilla had her sides 
riddled and was also on fire. The San Antonio de Ulloa, 
also on fire, had so many holes about the water line that 
she sank before she burned. The other Spanish ships, 
hard pressed, ran back into the shoal behind the guns 
of Cavite naval station and were abandoned by their 
crews. Later in the day we burned them. To the Petrel 
was assigned the task of entering Cavite Harbor and 
destroying whatever vessels remained there. The execu- 
tive officer went with a whaleboat and seven men in 
the face of a large armed force on shore and set fire 
and burned six of the enemy’s ships. The men who 
went in this whaleboat were aware that it was the only 
available boat on the Petrel that would float, all the 
others having been damaged by the concussion of our 
own guns. I do not know the names of all, but had 
one-tenth of those who volunteered been allowed to get 
in the boat it would have sunk from overloading. The 
American sailor man beats the world behind a gun, and 
he has shown the world something to make his fighting 
qualities respected. 

“No three months of naval history ever showed 
greater preparedness, greater alertness, greater devotion 
to duty in every part of a man-of-war from bridge and 
conning tower, on deck and behind guns, to down below, 
where life is made almost unbearable by excessive heat. 
There were few, if any, mistakes made by our Navy in 
the war with Spain. Success was due to long and 
untiring attention to details. The highest type of battle- 
ship man cannot be called by the mere blast of emer- 
gency’s trumpet of war. He is a product of forethought, 
discipline, bravery. Mere courage rarely gains victories. 
We were ready, and we got there; we will always get 
there! Every man from every ship is ready to fight 
another battle to-morrow, for the honor of his country 
and for its high mission of setting up its sublime 
standard of justice, and of freedom for all.”

WHY THE BULGARIANS WON. 


One of the very best statements of the qualities which 
have secured Bulgarian success in the war in the Bal- 
kans is found in a volume just published by the Mac- 
millan Company ($1.25) by Noel Buxton, M.P., giving 
an account of his experiences “With the Bulgarian Staff.” 
For one thing they possess what a high officer of the 
General Staff is quoted as describing as the great quality 
for war, “good blood.” The élan shown at Kirklisse and 
Lulu Burgas surprised even the Bulgarians themselves. 
“But,” says Mr. Buxton, “to anyone ignorant of Bul- 
garians the mention of élan alone would be misleading. 
It would give an impression of dashing style and quality 
like that of the Montenegrin, whereas its peculiarity 
lay in its combination with opposite qualities rarely 
found with that of dash. Its moral effect arose from 


the strength imparted to it by men habitually cool, prac- 
tical and purposeful. ‘ 

“There is something in the Bulgarian character, not 
exactly corresponding to tenacity or to courage, which 
is I think best depicted in the conduct of the Bulgarian 
revolutionaries. These men, who have for, twenty-five 
years worked against the Turkish government in Mace- 
donia, habitually took their life in their hands, and 
frequently sacrificed it. They were always provided with 
bombs and with poison, to take their own lives in the 
event of being captured. ‘There was no question but 
that capture would mean torture, and every man ran 
such obvious risks that sacrifice of life was deliberately 
undertaken. Bands were sometimes surrounded, and it 
was never known that a man gave himself up alive. On 
one oceasion no fewer than thirteen men, finding them- 
selves surrounded, and their ammunition running out, 
decided to die in orderly fashion. They hastily _con- 
sulted together, and agreed to use their last cartridges 
on themselves. A note was then written which, in case 
it was ever found and taken home, would tell their 
parents and friends of their distress in causing them 
trouble. The leader then shot each one in turn and 
finally himself. 

“Indifferent in some such fashion to death, the army 
went to the front with great though restrained cheer- 
fulness. When visiting the wounded in the hospital I 
frequently induced them to speak of their ideas with 
regard to the war. ‘We sang all the time,’ they often 
said. ‘We were fighting for our brothers, to release 
them from oppression. It is right that we should suffer 
for them. The Russians suffered to liberate us.’ Outside 
Philippopolis, as we passed in the train, the youngest 
grade of recruits. were being hurriedly taught the elements 
of drill. ‘They were in the highest spirits, and cheered 
every train as it passed. I found, even among the 
wounded, no bitter feeling toward the Turks. They 
often described the barbarities their comrades had 
suffered, and the news of these was suppressed by the 
government lest it should arouse animosity among the 
people; but there was no trace of this among the 
soldiers. 

“Intelligent enthusiasm was so widespread that the 
war could be called popular in more than the ordinary 
sense. Its popularity was greater than could be 
imagined in Wngland because the spirit of the country 
is really democratic. The officers feel no obligation to 
keep up a feeling of distance. The men have no sense 
of abasing themselves before a superior class. In both 
cases things are judged by the standard of utility. The 
chject in view ‘is one which appeals to all. Social dis- 
tinction is forgotten in the urgent necessities of national 
life. This is largely due to the fact that the officers are 
sometimes drawn from peasant families. 

“Coolness is another quality which makes that of dash 
more remarkable. It was just like the cold-blooded 
patriotism of the Bulgarian to conceal all news of the 
dead and wounded from their friends at home. This 
policy of secrecy may be brutal, but it was admitted 
to be useful. 

“The quality of coolness, among the races of south- 
eastern Europe, is quite peculiar to the Bulgarian. The 
outward aspect of the capital was as frigidly calm as 
usual; When, after many weeks of war, contingents of 
volunteers were marching to the station, there was no 
sign of excitement or desire to stimulate their spirits. 
I saw no demonstration in the streets except at the office 
where volunteers were chosen by lot. _ There were large 
numbers disappointed, and here alone I heard loud voices 
raised. 

“Tt is enough for a Bulgarian that he knows what 
he has to do and is carrying it out. He has no 
mannerism; deep feeling would not be expressed by 
noise; the whole instinct is toward reality. If a Bul- 
garian utters an emotional aphorism he does it with 
studied calm. If any sound were appropriate to the 
spirit of the nation, it is the deliberate growl of distant 
cannon. 

“The Bulgarian mind, again, is practical. It is no 
doubt still debated, among European military experts, 
whether the army succeeded through a well organized 
transport or in spite of the want of it. The foreign 
Red Cross contingents at the front were inclined to the 
latter view. Judged by English or by German standards, 
the system, or want of system, employed led them to 
suppose that success came from ‘muddling through.’ 
They found that nothing was prepared for their arrival, 
and no classification of the wounded carried out. But 
it may be doubted whether the Bulgarian mind does not 
include some elements of a quality which is really higher 
than statistical efficiency. An English officer once dis- 
cussed the problem of transport with General Savoff: 
the conversation went into detail, and finally reached the 
question of providing forage for transport oxen. Savoff 
said, ‘We leave that to settle itself; you can organize 
too much.” Here you have the mind which not only 
foresees the difficulties and provides a way of meeting 
them, but also foresees the danger of relying upon 
schemes which may fail. ’ 

“The Balkan successes are being quoted in \support 
of high military training on German lines for the rank 
and file. This is not the conclusion of Bulgarian experts 
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or those who know their troops best. It might equally 
be argued that the Turks failed because of German 
training; but no conclusions can be drawn from the 
Turk, whose mental composition is unique. It is indeed 
a fact that the Bulgarian troops were trained for active 
service by hard work, rough life and by winter 
maneuvers; but the importance of training is not to 
be deduced from the Bulgarian ranks, whose time of 
service is less than that of many armies. It affects 
rather the quality of the officers. 

“As to the men,-the chief factor in their efficiency is 
education. Whereas the Turkish soldiers, and even 
officers, were sometimes without any education, the Bul-. 
garian troops could read and write. The Bulgarian 
peasant reads political news, and few can be found who 
are not, through the press, familiar with the attitude 
of the Great Powers toward Bulgaria, and of bodies 
like the Balkan Committee, which concern themselves 
with Balkan affairs. ; 

“Intelligence is one of the qualities which produced 
the Balkan victory. Its conspicuous illustration is in 
the policy of the army leaders in concealing their plans 
for so many years. 

“Clearly, however, all these qualities would have gone 
for little without intense enthusiasm. The hatred of 
oppression had been for many centuries in the very 
blood. It alone inspired the readiness for death and the 
positive thirst for getting to close quarters which broke 
the nerve of the finest Turkish troops, and won the war. 

“In more prosaic ways zeal is necessary for success. 
Transport would have broken down if the very meanest 
driver of an ox wagon had not had. his heart in the 
cause, and the army would have found itself without 
bread. I saw a little illustration of this spirit at one 
of the British hospitals. Late at night a convoy of 
wounded arrived. It was impossible to find beds for 
all, and we begged for straw from the drivers. The 
Bulgarian officer attached to the hospital gave them 
orders to this effect, which would have completely pro- 
tected them from blame. But nothing would induce the 
men to part with forage for the oxen which they might 
not be able to replace. They had a task to do more 
essential for winning the war than any work for the 
wounded, and they kept in view the larger aim. 

“Combined with purpose and persistence, there is a 
kind of idealism in the Bulgarian composition which 
can only be described as faith. For long years the rebel 
leaders have had to consider whether violence and insur- 
rection would pay. Viewing the horrible results of 
insurrection in Armenia and Macedonia, I have often 
urged on them that the life and happiness of the people 
could not be served by resistance, unless liberation by 
war was absolutely assured as the result of such 
tremendous sacrifice. Balancing the advantages, this 
argument appeared to me unanswerable; but I never 
found Macedonians who even appeared to understand 
the point of view. It was clear to them that their cause 
was just; it seemed to them certain that Europe, living 
in wealth and freedom, must sympathize with it. 
its attention was called to the truth by terrible proofs 
of tyranny, and if the oppressed were willing to pay the 
price, liberation was sure to follow. The idea seemed to 
rest on some notion of a moral law controlling affairs.”

BETHLEHEM PURCHASES FORE RIVER. 


It was announced on April 25 that the Bethlehem 
Steel Corporation, which is controlled by Charles M. 
Schwab, president and chairman of the board of direc- 
tors, has purchased the Fore River Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, at Quincy, Mass., and will enter into competition 
with the world in building battleships. The Fore River 
Shipbuilding Company’s officers are Francis T. Bowles, 
formerly Chief Constructor, U.S.N., president ; and F. C. 
Dumaine, vice president. The directors include Robert 
Endicott, jr., and Robert Winsor, both of Kidder, Pea- 
body Company; William A. Gaston, president of the 
National Shawmut Bank, and Gordon Abbott, of the 
Old Colony Trust Company. Among those associated 
with Mr. Schwab are Alan A. Ryan, George R. Sheldon, 
Harry Bronner, of Hallgarten and Company, and Pliny 


Fisk. 

Charles M. Schwab is president of the Bethlehem 
Steel Corporation, which controls the Bethlehem Steel 
Company and three shipbuilding companies, besides that 
just acquired. These are the Union Iron Works Com- 
pany, of San Francisco, the Samuel L. Moore and Sons 

orporation, of Elizabeth, N.J., with which were con- 
solidated the Carteret Improvement Company, with a 
shipbuilding company at Carteret, N.J., and the Crescent 
Shipyard Corporation at Elizabethport, and the Harlan 
and Hollingsworth Corporation of Wilmington, Del. 
Other subsidiaries are the Juragua Iron Company, own- 
ing ore lands in Cuba, and the Bethlehem Iron Mines 
Company, 
Cheever Iron Mines Company at Port Henry, N.Y. The 
authorized capital stock of the Bethlehem Corporation 
— of $15,000,000 common and $15,000,000 pre- 
erred. 

The property acquired consists of 110 acres of land 
with buildings at Fore River, Quincy Point, Mass. The 
company’s annual capacity is 60,000 tons. It has $2,- 
400,000 common and $2,400,000 preferred stock out- 
standing. The plant has transacted an annual business 
of from $6,000,000 to $12,000,000 and at present has 
under construction at its yards twenty-three vessels in- 
volving contracts of $20,000,000. Practically all the 
vessels are war vessels. The company is building a bat- 
tleship, nine submarines, two destroyers, and.a tender 
for the United States. In addition there is under con- 
struction one of the Argentine battleships. The con- 
tract for another went to the New York Shipbuilding 
Company at Camden. Mr. Schwab has the contract to 
furnish steel armor, guns and ammunition for both ves- 
sels. His purchase of the Fore River yards completes 
an organization with 25,000 men on its payroll, and with 
ability to build and equip a modern battleship from keel- 
plate to armored turrets. 

A circular issued to stockholders of the Fore River 
Shipbuilding Company makes known the terms of the 
sale, and it is made to appear that the reason for the 
change is the need for new financing if the company is 
to complete coritracts on hand, the unfinished work on 
which now remaining amounts to $10,000,000. 

The report of the stockholders’ committee, represent- 
ing it is stated over eighty per cent. of stock, states that 
the Bethlehem Company pays $600,000 in first lien and 
refunding five per cent mortgage bonds, due May 1, 
1942, of the Bethlehem Steel Company. The committee 


is to purchase and arrange for the sale of $750,000 of 
first mortgage twenty-five per cent bonds., a lien on the 
present property, when and as issued by a new Massa- 
chusetts corporation, said bonds guaranteed principal 
and interest by the Bethlehem Steel Company. 

The transaction is a direct purchase of the physical 





which owns a controlling interest in the: 
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property. ‘The company will be liquidated and the stock- 
holders will receive the proceeds. The price paid will 
work out under $40 per share for the preferred stock, 
aggregating $2,400,000 par. Inasmuch as the preferred 
is entitled to $100 per share in liquidation, the $2,400,000 
common will receive nothing. The Fore River Company 
has been without bonded debt, has kept itself free from 
bank loans and does not owe a dollar. But it is reported 
that the outlook for dividends on the stock was so re- 
mote that the controlling factors in the property felt it 
would be advantageous to sell. 

Francis T. Bowles, president of the Fore River Com- 
pany, will remain as president of the ‘new company, 
which will be under the Bethlehem ‘as a holding com- 
pany owning a controlling interest. Former Chief Con- 
structor Bowles is quoted, unofficially, as saying that he 
would not remain if he did not thoroughly believe that it 
was Mr. Schwab’s intention to develop the business at 
Quincy, which will be welcome news to the 4,000 work- 
men employed there.

EXPLOSION OF FIELD GUNS. 

The Scientific American of April 19 has several illus- 
trations of the 3-inch field gun which exploded during 
target practice near Tobyhanna, Pa., last October, fortu- 
nately without fatal result. The gunner whose seat is 
on the left of the breech and directly under the rupture 
had just left his seat and sustained only slight injury 
from flying splinters. No. 1 man of the gun crew, whose 


.Seat is on the right of the breech, was in that position 


and escaped unhurt. At the time of the explosion the 
gun was loaded with a high explosive shell, containing 
what is known as “D” powder, and was backed by the 
usual charge of approximately twenty-four ounces of 
nitrocellulose powder. 

When the gun was fired the breech block was blown 
ninety feet to the rear (barely missing a soldier who 
was holding a horse) and the whole of the rear body of 
the gun was blown open on the left underneath for a 
distance of about three feet. When examined after the 
explosion the forward oer point end of the shell was 
found to be in the bore of the gun, near the muzzle, and 
a piece of the base was jammed at a decided angle in the 
bore about fifty inches from the breech. Another more 
serious explosion is also illustrated. It took place during 
the practice of the Wisconsin Militia two years ago, and 
it resulted in the death of a gunner. 

Of these accidents the Scientific American says: “It 
is hard to decide definitely the cause of these explosions, 
several of which have occurred in the firing of 3-inch 
field guns, and with varying results. One thing however 
is clearly defined, whether such explosions are accom- 
panied by loss of life or not—expensive and valuable 
property, a character of which we possess far too little, 
is totally destroyed. The most recent models of these 
guns are built of nickel steel, and to test their ability 
to stand the shock of premature shell explosion they have 
been subjected to a practical test, by the exploding of a 
shell in the gun chamber and with the gratifying result 
that the gun built of nickel steel is capable of standing 
the great strain without rupture. Our Field Artillery is 
inadequate, and our nickel steel guns too few.” 





ARMY POST AT ALBANY, N.Y. 


Secretary of War Garrison, in a letter to Assembly- 
man Louis A. Cuvillier, of New York, regarding the 
locating of an Army post at Albany, N.Y., which at 
present is the headquarters of Brig. Gen. M. P. Maus, 
U.S.A., commanding the 1st Brigade, composed of the 
3d, 5th and 29th Infantry, says: 


“I have received your letter of April 11, with refer- 
ence to establishing an Army post at or near Albany. 
In the plans for the reorganization of the Army to in- 
sure its efficiency and preparedness, the stationing of the 
various units of the Army is considered of great im- 
portance. The general plan is to station the Army in 
the various sections of the United States at such points 
that the troops can readily be-brought together at cer- 
tain times of the year for combined instruction and ma- 
neuvers. This does not mean that the troops will neces- 
sarily be stationed in large posts, but that the posts will 
be so situated that the troops can either march to some 
central maneuver ground or be brought there with little 
expense. 

“In the discussion of this subject as appears in House 
Document No. 490, House of Representatives, Sixty-sec- 
ond Congress, second session, the vicinities of Buffalo 
and Albany are both considered as suitable, but no action 
has been taken by the War Department, determining on 
one or the other. They both have advantages. You 
understand that the action of Congress will be necessary 
before any such new posts can be established. 

“In direct answer to your question it may be stated 
that no plan has been adopted by the War Department 
finally selecting Albany as the point at or around which 
it is desired to have troops stationed, but that the studies 
of the General Staff up to date indicate that Albany is a 
suitable place, although it has not yet been determined 
that it is the only suitable place, or even the best.”

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PHILANTHROPIC WORK IN THE ARMY. 


Mrs. A. H. Wilson, who is actively interested in the 
welfare of the enlisted men of the Army, favors us with 
the copy which follows of her report to Lafayette- 
Lexington Chapter, D.A.R., on Army conditions: 

“After visiting several Army posts and making careful 
inquiries my conviction has been strengthened that 
nothing is more needed that increased facilities for educa- 
tional and religious advancement, together with proper 
provision for recreation suitable to young men. 

“The majority of soldiers are upright and intelligent; 
they like good literature, respond to right influences, and 
are disposed to avail themselves of recreations which are 
good for mind and body, when these things are put in 
their way. The soldiers at many posts have, and deserve, 
a good name in their respective communities. 

“But in many places there is a sad lack of facilities 
for the right employment of time not devoted to military 
duties. Even where chaplains are given all the aid prac- 
tically available within the resources of their stations 
they must depend largely on outside help for needed 
supplies (such as hymnals for their services, for in- 
stance) ; and in addition give liberally from their own 
incomes, buying moving picture films, furniture for 
assembly rooms, etc. It seems to me that in aiding this 
work there is ample room, and an urgent call for the 
co-operative effort of the D.A.R. 

“It was a grievous surprise to me to learn that in no 
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one of three great recruiting stations is there a chaplain, 
a chapel, nor even a general recreation room. The sta- 
tions are Fort Slocum, N.Y., Columbus Barracks, Ohio, 
and Jefferson Barracks, Mo. j 

“Cannot we Missouri women use our influence to lift 
from our state this unenviable distinction? Perhaps if 
we do D.A.R’s in other states will do as much in their 
respective chapters. ; 

“The period just after recruiting is necessarily a 
trying time to the soldier. The life of an enlisted man 
is one of severe discipline, full of hardship to the novice, 
and totally unlike what he has been accustomed to in 
civilian life. Just at the time of the change from civilian 
to military life he most needs a friend to whom he can 
go freely. The law forbids his seeking such assistance 
from any commissioned officer except the chaplain. And 
where it would seem that a chaplain’s work is most 
needed there is not an effort to have one. Moreover, the 
beginning of enlisted life is peculiarly the time when 
proper recreation and proper reading matter should be 
readily available. 

“Young men of the average age of twenty-one cannot 
have had much experience, nor understand the pitfalls 
that the world provides so bountifully. It is most im- 
portant that when they enlist they should be put into 
the way of right associations, as well as taught their 
military duties. If the nation neglects these things, we 
should not resent the criticism that donning the national 
uniform is as liable to injure as to benefit a man.”

THE PROPOSED RESERVE LIST. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

“Equality’s” suggestion in the JouRNAL of March 29, 
and your editorial of April 19, in reference to a reserve 
list for officers not fit for field service and for officers 
on the retired list physically fit to do light duty, should 
stir up such a storm of discussion that immediate steps 
will be taken to have Congress enact it into a law. It 
is by far the best suggestion I have seen made for many 
years, for it solves so many questions so very easily. 

There are many of us upon the retired list who have 
never done any other work than prepare ourselves for 
commissions. The majority of our officers would never 
have been content in any other profession or business. 
We have given that part of our lives to the Government 
in which the business man is learning his business by 
actual experience, having had no thought of the necessity 
for preparing ourselves to compete with the men of 
business later in our lives. But at the age of thirty, 
perhaps, we were stricken by disease, and became unable 
io do, for the time, the hard, wearing wgrk demanded of 
our soldiers to-day, and have been retired. We have 
been foreed to give up our chosen profession, leave our 
friends and either sit down to a wearisome idleness or 
Jearn some business. Some of us must do something 
to earn more money if we ever hope to educate our 
children and lay aside anything for our families. My 
experience has been that few of those officers who try 
ever make money. Some of us are forced to settle down 
in some God-forsaken little town and merely exist, deny- 
ing ourselves every pleasure because we are trying to 
save something ont of our meagre pay for the sake of 
our wives and children. 

Then, in our extremity, we ask the War Department 
to give us something to do, something that we know or 
can easily learn. We find that there is no place for ud 
where the law will allow them to use us, and that where 
they could use us the law won’t allow them to place us: 
So we sit and wonder whether to drive a street car or 
automobile, sell insurance, work with a pick and shovel, 
or clerk ; for these things are all that we know how to do. 

Yet there is scarcely a company, troop or battery 
which is not short of officers. There is scarcely an 
officer below the grade of major who is not overworked 
as a result of this shortage, with work that takes his 
time away from necessary duties with his organization. 
There are innumerable jobs, necessary and vital to the 
Service, which should all be filled by men on the active 
list but unable to do the harder work, and by men on 
the retired list who are begging for something to do. 

We want to do work that is congenial and is com+ 
mensurate with the dignity of our position in life. We 
want to live among our own people, and receive those 
benefits that no officer appreciates unti] he is retired 
and has to pay for them. We want to earn our pay. 
We are not drones, but we are too old to begin all over 
and learn new professions, and it is also too expensive 
for most of us. We don’t want to see all that we care 





for in life gradually fade from sight because we have 
been forced to abandon it for something new. We soon 
find, when we get in close touch with the people, that 
they feel that we are an unnecessary burden upon them) 
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the taxpayers, for we are doing nothing to earn what 
we are getting. 

Therefore it should be clear that it would be the 
greatest blessing ever bestowed upon the overworked 
and much abused Army to have a reserve list; for all 
officers not able to do full duty and all retired officers, 
at their own request, to be transferred to such reserve 
list on the full pay and allowances of their grade. Make 
it compulsory for officers on this reserve list to do all 
work which is now taking needed officers from the com- 
pany and regimental duties. ’ 

I would suggest to all officers who favor this reserve 
‘list that your friends and relatives who have votes’ are 
the ones to call the attention of our Congressmen to 
this most wise and much needed benefit to the whole 
Army.

THE FIGHTING AT NACO. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Your readers in the camps of the United States troops 
along the Arizona-Mexican border were somewhat 
amused at the quoted statements of the “Mexican Gen- 
tleman” from Sonora, in your issue of April 19 and it is 
thought that other readers of your valuable paper might 
be interested in learning something of the “fierce fight- 
ing” in and around Naco, Sonora, on the 8th and 13th 
of April, and of the “fighters.” 

We may note, in passing, that Naco, which is nearly 
300 miles west of the Rio Grande (Naco is not on the 
Rio Grande) straddles the international line. A signifi- 
cant fact is that Naco, Sonora, and Naco, Ariz., form 
probably the only town in and on the line of the United 
States in which there is no evidence of progress and 
advancement, and the inhabitants of this region are in 
absolute harmony with the landscape in appearance, 
habit and disposition. 

What was accomplished by the rebel forces of 1,500 
men and four serviceable machine guns, in the twenty- 
six days of siege and battle ending on April 13, could 
have been accomplished by a single officer and ten men 
of the Regular Army of the United States in probably 
less time. During this “much bum-bum” war around 
Naco more than 200,000 rounds of rifle cartridges were 
expended by the “fighters,” and hundreds of rounds 
of shrapnel shell from two antiquated mountain howitz- 
ers, over whose burst of shell the federal artillerists had 
as much control as the average Fourth-of-July artist 
has with his rockets. On the 12th and 13th of April the 
artillery fire was working off about one shrapnel shell in 
every five shots, all of which were equally effective, in- 
asmuch as the “bluff” worked perfectly and the noble 
1,500, against the brave 400-odd defenders, kept their 
respectful distances. Not until the hand granades and 
the cow-skin-covered dynamite bombs were thrown over 
the adobe walls was the “war” really interesting. If 
there was any “fierce hand-to-hand fighting” those close 
enough to have seen it failed utterly to notice it. ‘ 

Surely, the rifle bullets fell thick and fast in the 
American Naco and in the camp of the 9th Cavalry, but 
that was because the “Hispano-Americano soldiers of 
the first order” were such rotten marksmen that they 
missed the town they were shooting at. If there was 
any particular order or direction in the handling of the 
combatants on either side, the fact was not apparent. 
The fight had all the ear marks of a free-for-all scrim- 
mage and mob fighting, and the only generalship noticed 
was in the movement of the Yaqui chiefs who got some 
of their men to the shelter of adobe houses on the edges 
of Naco, Sonora, before daylight on April 13. In the 
final battle of April 13, which lasted from 3:30 a.m. 
until about 11:30 a.m.—eight hours—with 400 men or 
so on.one side and 1,500 on the other, not over fifty 
men were killed and some eighty-odd wounded—a goodly 
portion of these by dynamite—cowhide-covered bombs. 

The valiant general, Pedro Ojeda, who proclaimed 
that he would cut his own head off before he would sur- 
render to either rebels or United States troops across 
the line, was an early emigrant from Naco, Sonora, and 
came pottering across to the United States in a most 
undignified trot and handed his sword to the first officer 
he ran into on the American side. The houses burned in 
Naco, Sonora, were shacks, and could be replaced for a 
couple of hundred real American dollars. 

The Mexican fighting man, with cross-belts of ammuni- 
tion, and from one to three waist belts of cartridges, 
looks as if he bristled with death and destruction. With 
his German mauser in hand, he looks, and sure is, some 
wonderful fighting man, and what he don’t know about 
marksmanship, discipline, sanitation, personal cleanli- 
ness, military resourcefulness—and his oflicers about 
nnilitary dispositions, combinations, strategy and the art 
of war would fill not merely books, but whole libraries 
and all outdoors.

Dattu Glub-Glub will solemnly march into the governor’s 
office with a few old, rusty Tower muskets; shake hands 
with eyery white man who will; receive his ten per for 
his “serviceable firearms’; contemptuously spit betel 
justice on the floor, and hasten to send to Sandakan 
for modern rifles and ammunition. 

In Jolo a few more enlisted men will be slashed to 
pieces ; an officer or two will “get theirs”; perhaps this 
time their little daughters, whom they died trying to 
protect, will be hacked by this friendly Moro, who has 
paid his cedula tax.

Imagine, if you can, the howl of righteous indignation 
that would arise from our cities were someone to suggest 
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that we fight the devil with fire. One need only remember 
Samar and General Smith. 

Wouldn’t it be a blessing if Japan—but there, one 
mustn’t grow visionary. ‘The ‘great and only United 
States of America will calmly back up and listen gravely 
while the Five Elder Statesmen dictate their will to the 
people of California. Maybe a little later, when things 
are a little quieter, Japan will suggest that our insular 
troops be supplied and transported by one of her steam- 
ship lines, thus relieving our taxpayers of the tremendous 
burden they now carry in the shape of a fine, efficient 
transport system.

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INDIVIDUAL EFFICIENCY RECORDS. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Company commanders can be divided into two great 
general classes—those who try to do their duty according 
to the spirit as well as the letter of the regulations, 
and those who obey the letter more or less, but who fail 
to realize the full responsibility of their position. 

On the proper management of the company depends 
the whole system of military efficiency. With a good 
spirit in the company all things are possible, and no 
necessary hardship is so severe as to dampen the ardor 
of the soldier on the firing line or in the field. Without 
this company spirit, however, everything seems to go 
wrong, and even the prospect of active service does not 
lessen the general feeling of discontent. 

Probably the’ most frequent cause of dissatisfaction is 
the lack of uniformity with which company discipline 
is administered in different organizations, and even in 
the same organization for similar offenses. It is mani- 
festly impossible for a company commander to go into 
the details of a man’s service whenever this man is 
before him for punishment or when he may be consider- 
ing him for appointment as a non-commissioned officer. 
It is therefore almost necessary to keep some record 
of the efficiency of the individual soldier, and this record 
should be kept uniformly throughout the Service. It is 
to suggest a possible method of handling this subject that 
the present article is written. 

The record itself should be kept on individual cards 
about seven inches by five inches, ruled to contain data 
for four years. The following is a model:

The first column is for the year and month, the second 
for the credits during that month, the third for debits 
during the same period, and the fourth is for percentage 
of efficiency. 

When a man first joins he should be given an arbitrary 
percentage of ninety. At the end of each month he 
should be credited with the merits earned and charged 
with his demerits during that month. To find the per- 
centage of efficiency, multiply the last monthly percentage 
by thirty, add or subtract (as the case may be) the 
difference between merits and demerits, and divide the 
result by thirty. A table of differences may be con- 
structed by which the process can be greatly simplified. 

A roster of the company, arranged in the order of 
their individual efficiency, should be posted on the bulletin 
board for the information of the company. 

To determine the relative value of the different inci- 
dents which should be considered is a much harder task. 
Terhaps the values which I have assigned are not the 
ones which will give the best results. The main object 
te be considered is to choose such incidents and values 
that a soldier will be able to redeem himself and regain 
any loss in percentage after a reasonable length of time. 
Merely as an illustration I submit the following table 
of values: 

Merits :— 

For each enlistment completed, 10. (This credit is 
to be given only on the first month of an enlistment.) 

For participating in each winning game, 6 

For participating in each losing game, 3. 

For passing any regular examination with a percent 
of ninety or ‘more, 30. 

J ar passing with a percent between eighty and ninety, 

_For passing with a percent between seventy and 
eighty, 10. 

For each month completed without demerit, 10. 

Demerits :— 

For each $1 fine awarded by court-martial, 2. 

‘s For each day’s confinement awarded by court-martial, 


For each week’s restriction, 2. 

For each day’s extra fatigue, 1. 

To better illustrate the practical working of the system 
we will imagine the following record for John Brown: 

June 10, Brown joins company as a recruit; July 5, 
$5 fine and five days’ confinement by 8.C.M.; July 12, 
helps win baseball game; July 18, helps win another 
game; Aug. 4, restricted two weeks; Aug. 10, plays in 
losing game; Aug. 12, one month in guardhouse; Sept. 
15, helps win a game; October, November, December, 
January. no change; February, plays losing game; 
March, restricted one week; April, May, no change.

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At Hanoi, French Indo China, April 27, fragments of 
a bomb hurled by a native adherent of the pretender to

Fragments of the infernal machine wounded 
eight other persons, among them three civilian officials 
named ‘Terry, Permoel and Burdin. The promenades in 
the vicinity were crowded at the time and all traces of 
the bomb thrower were lost. The police discovered. in 
various places a number of bombs with which it was 
believed the followers of the pretender, Prince Kwong-te, 
intended to carry out a plot to put him on the throne. 
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THE SITUATION IN MEXICO. 


It was reported on April 30 to the State Department 
that revolutionary disturbances in Mexico broke out 
southwest of Juarez on April 28. Trains of the North- 
western Railway going south are said to have been 
forced to return to Juarez, having encountered burned 
bridges before reaching Casas Grandes. The Depart- 
ment is informed that Venustiano Carranza, the princi- 
pal chief of the state troops, has issued a proclamation 
at Piedras Negras, dated April 26, stating that he au- 
thorizes an interior debt to the amount of 5,000,000 
pesos. To carry this into effect he states that he will 
issue and force the circtlation of paper money to the 
sum of 5,000,000 pesos, which will be guaranteed by the 
Constitutionalist Government. The proclamation goes 


on to say that persons refusing to receive or circulate 
any bill of this money will receive a month’s imprison- 
ment for the first offense and six months for the second. 
Persons proved to have received these bills at discount 
or part of the value they represent will suffer half the 
penalty referred to above. The proclamation adds that 
when constitutional order shall be established laws will 
be expedited that will define the way to pay this paper 
money and when it shall be paid. 

Reports to the State Department indicate that the 
situation at Acapulco is grave. Difficulties are still re- 
ported in the state of Michoacan, but the administration 
is reported to be obtaining control of the situation. Rail- 
way communication between Mexico City and the United 
States, via Brownsville, has been reopened, but com- 
merce is still suffering greatly by the interrupted com- 
munication. Reports received in Ciudad Porfirio Diaz 
indicate that the administration forces under Generals 
Lopez and Cheche Campos are slowly marching north on 
Moneleva. General Trucy Aubert is said to be at Lam- 
pazos. It is reported that all the foreign merchants in 
Ciudad Porfirio Diaz, Sabinas, Allende, Muzquiz and 
other towns in the state of Coahuila will close their 
stores at once on account of the decree by Carranza forc- 
ing paper money of his own issue into circulation. Re- 
ports from Saltillo indicate that communication with 
the north has been restored, mail having been received on 
April 30 for the first time in twenty days. 

The following radiogram was received by the Navy 
Department April 30 from Rear Admiral N. R. Usher, 
commander, Third Division, Atlantic Fleet: “Conditions 
at Tampico practically unchanged. Alarming rumors 
continue, but general commanding government forces 
advises that Tampico is in no danger of attack. Per- 
sistent rumors of attack by revolutionists on Victoria 
continue.” 

The American Consul General at Monterey, Mexico, 
reports that the first mail and passenger train since the 
recent break in railway communication caused by the 
blowing up of the railway bridge at Aldamas, Nuevo 
Leon, left Monterey April 26 for Brownsville. The first 
train from Brownsville arrived at Monterey the same 
day with passengers and a heavy mail. The railway and 
telegraph between Mexico City and Monterey are fre- 
quently interrupted.

It is greatly to be regretted that the patriotic effort 
of James A. Scrymser, of New York, to secure a national 
monument in the city of Washington to the memory of 
the loyal women of the Civil War should have come to 
naught. The project was not favorably received, the 
total subscriptions received from outside the New York 
Commandery of the Loyal Legion amounting to only 
$135. It was accordingly deemed advisable to make 
arrangements with the American National Red Cross 
to obtain from the Congress of the United States an 
appropriation for a proper site in Washington for a 
monumental building, to be built by the Commandery 
of the State of New York and its friends, and to be 
cecupied and maintained by the American Red Cross as 
its headquarters, the monumental building standing for 
all time as a symbol of the nation’s gratitude to the 
loval women of the Civil War. A bill was introduced 
in both Houses of Congress, providing for the purchase 
of such a site, upon the raising of the sum of $300, 
ly the Commandery of the State of New York, for the 
luilding, the latter sum having been guaranteed by a 
member of the New York Commandery of the Loyal 
Legion, understood to be Mr. Scrymser, who was during 
the Civil War an officer on the staff of Gen. W. F. 
(Baldy) Smith. The Senate, Aug. 12, 1912, passed 
unanimously a bill appropriating $400,000 for a site, 
and the House Committee on Buildings and Grounds 
unanimously reported favorably a like bill. The Dill 
was killed in conference owing to objections made to 
the use of the words “Loyal” and “Loyal Legion.” Mr. 
Scrymser in a circular letter returning the subscriptions 
says: “It will be noted that the membership of Congress, 
in which both the House and Senate committees volun- 
tarily increased the appropriation from $300,000 to 
400.000’ and reported the same unanimously and in 
which the Senate unanimously passed the bill, was 
precisely the same membership which, after the late 
election, defeated our bill. Comment is unnecessary.”

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We are pleased to note that there were two men with 
common sense among the delegates at the American 
l’eace Congress symposium on disarmament, which met 
it St. Louis, Mo., May 1. These two men, Andrew B. 
Ilumphrey. general secretary of the American Peace and 
Arbitration League, and Henry A. Dadmun, secretary 
of the Navy League, raised an issue with speakers on 
the platform, and declared the theory of disarmament 
impracticable, although the general sense of the meeting 
appeared to favor it. Mr. Humphrey said he represented 
1 society standing for an armament consistent with 
existing conditions and sufficient to preserve peace. The 
soldier does not cause war, but is called to settle it, 
le said. Mr. Dadmun declared disarmament did not 
prevent the War of 1812 nor in 1861, when the Navy 
was practically dismantled. If the United States had 
lad an adequate Navy in 1861, he said, the war might 
have been preverfted, or at least it would have been 
closed much earlier than it was. . “There is no telling 
how soon the United States will have to go to war in 
the interests of humanity,” he continued. “It was my 
rood fortune to attend the last conference at The Hague. 
It was the weight of our Navy that gave weight to our 
Words at that conference. A display of force makes 
it unnecessary to use force.

Right 
there at the danger point stood Sherrill directing the 
placing of the levee material. Hours passed and still he 
stood at the same spot, giving command after command. 
The fitful glow of the bonfires, struggling to throw their 
illumination through the downpour, showed his rain- 
soaked figure clothed in what was once a natty grey 
business suit. Each sack that was laid on the bank 
went on the right spot, the place where it was needed. 
No one sack was laid twice.’”’ And so by keeping him- 
self and the others eternally at it, the place was saved.

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Acting on the allegations of one of the enlisted men 
at the San Francisco Naval Training Station that there

march from Corinne, Utah, to Missoula, Mont. (550 
miles): at Fort Leavenworth, 1881-3, student and 
instructor in U.S. Infantry and Cavalry School; 
graduating as “highly distinguished” ; instructor, depart- 
ment military surveying and topography, 1883-7; com 
mended in orders; at Fort Custer, Mont., and Fort 
Meade, S.D., 1887-1890, being in command of company 
at Fort Custer during ‘Crow outbreak”; at Fort 
Snelling, Minn., as regimental, post and constructing 
Q.M., 1890-93 (commended in regimental orders on being 
relieved) ; inspector of supplies at Cheyenne River and 
other Indian agencies. At the outbreak of the war with!

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Col. Albert Todd, U.S.A., retired, formerly of the 
Coast Artillery, died in the Government Hospital, 
Anacostia, near Washington, D.C., April 27, 1913. He 
was born in Rhode Island Oct. 1, 1854. He was ap- 
pointed to the U.S.M.A. from Kansas in 1873, and was 
graduated in 1877, being promoted in the Army a second 
lieutenant, 1st Artillery. He served in the old 1st 
Artillery from that date until 1898, when he was 
appointed captain in the 6th U.S. Artillery. In 1890-91 
he served with Light Battery E, of the 1st Artillery, in 
the Pine Ridge campaign against--the Sioux Indians. 
While in the 6th Artillery and the Artillery Corps, after 
reorganization in 1901, he served in the Philippine 
Islands from May, 1899, to October, 1901. During this 
period, in addition to his military duties, he acted for a 
time as auditor of insular funds, also as superintendent 
of public instruction, both of these positions being held 
under the military governor of the Philippine Islands. 
He was promoted major in the Artillery Corps Nov. §, 
1902; lieutenant colonel Jan. 25, 1907, and colonel, 
Coast Artillery Corps, Oct. 10, 1908. He served by 
detail in the Adjutant General’s Department from April, 
1904, to March, 1907, and as a member of the General 
Staff Corps from November, 1907, to October, 1908. He 
commanded the post of Fort Totten and the Eastern 
Artillery District of New York from November, 1908, to 
November, 1910, and was retired Feb. 1, 1911, on his 
own application, efter more than thirty-seven years of 
service. Funeral services were held April 29, at 2:30 
p.m., at St. Margaret’s Church, Connecticut avenue and 
Bancroft place. Interment at Arlington with military 
honors. 

Col. Charles St. J. Chubb, Inf., U.S.A., died suddenly 
April 27, 1913, ‘from heart disease, at Fort Crockett, 
Texas. He is survived by his wife, who is at Fort 
Leavenworth, and one son, Lieut. Wistar Morris Chubb, 
‘Corps of Engrs., U.S.A. Colonel Chubb was born in 
Washington, D.C., Sept. 29, 1854. After entering the 
Army as a private in the General Service, he was 
appointed a second lieutenant, 17th Infantry, Jan. 20. 
1875. He served in the latter regiment until promoted 
major Feb. 2, 1901, when he was assigned to the 27th 
Infantry. On Oct. 21, 1902, he was transferred back to 
the 17th Infantry. and on Feb. 7, 1903, he was trans- 
ferred to the 15th Infantry, and was promoted lieutenant 
colonel Oct. 11, 1905, and colonel Feb. 28, 1910. He 
was a grandson of the late Commodore Lewis Warring- 
ton, U.S.N. His last assignment to duty was_ with 
the 7th Infantry, 5th Brigade. His widow is in his 
home in Omaha. Colonel Chubb was in Indian cam- 
paigns, the Chinese expedition, the Philippine expedition 
and the Spanish-American War. 

Brig. Gen. Henry Clay Cochrane, U.S.M.C., retired, 
an officer of most distinguished record, died suddenly 
from heart disease in his home at Chester, Pa. Among 
the various medals which had been received by General 
Cochrane was the cross of the Legion of Honor, pre- 
sented by President Carnot, of France. General Coch- 
rane is survived by his wife, a son, Midsn. Edward Lull 
Cochrane, at the U.S. Naval Academy, and a daughter. 
Miss Constanee Cochrane. . General Cochrane was born 
in Chester, Pa., Nov. 7, 1842, and was appointed a 
second lieutenant in the Marine Corps in August, 1861. 
but lacked the required age and could not’ be commis- 
sioned. He volunteered for duty in the Navy until of 
age, and served as an acting master’s mate from 





September, 1861, until confirmed as a second lieutenant 
of marines in March, 1863. Among many other duties 
while an acting gunner’s mate he participated in 4 
number of battles, captures and expeditions, and was 
commended for coolness and courage in action with 
Confederate shore batteries near Fort Morgan, Mobile 
In 1864 he was sent by Admiral Porter on aa 
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expedition to suppress smuggling of contraband goods 
into Kentucky, and succeeded in recapturing esca 
desperadoes who were under sentence of court-martial. 
He was. commended for “remarkable service” and “great 
courage and energy.” From January to April, 1866, 
he was in charge of Admiral Raphael Semmes, who was 
a rebel prisoner of war. In December, 1866, he took 
fifty marines six miles at midnight to the burning man- 
of-war New Ironsides, and led the firemen over the side 
twice in efforts to save the ship. While on duty on the 
receiving ships Potomac and Constellation, in Phila- 
delphia, he was commended by the commandant of the 
Marine Corps for fidelity to duty during a_ terrible 
epidemic of Asiatic cholera in October, 1867. In July, 
1877, he was in command of the arsenal in Washington 
during the labor riots. He was present at the bombard- 
inent of Alexandria, Egypt, by the British fleet in July, 
i882, and landed, with seventy marines, to assist in 
suppressing arson and pillage and to re-establish the 
United States consulate. In 1885, while holding the rank 
of colonel, he commanded an expedition from New York 
to restore order on the Isthmus of Panama and protect 
transit, and commanded a detachment sent to the Paris 
Exposition in 1889. During the joint celebration of 
the independence of the United States and the proclama- 
tion of the republic of Hawaii, at Honolulu, July 4,- 
1894, General Cochrane was the orator. He was the 
second in command of the first marine battalion which 
ieft New York on the transport Panther, April 22, 1898, 
at the outbreak of the Spanish-American War, for 
service in Cuba. He was in the three days’ engagement 
of the marines with the Spanish regulars and guerrillas 
nt Guantanamo, June 11 and 14, and was present at 
the bombardment of Manzanillo, Aug. 12, 1898. He 
heeame a colonel in 1900, and in August of that year 
was ordered to command the first regiment of marines 
in the Wnited States relief expedition operating in China, 
and commanded the contingent from this country in 
the international force garrisoning Tien-tsin. Later he 
was on duty in the Philippines. He was retired in 
1905 on his own application, after forty years’ service. 
His departure to the United States from the Philippines 
clicited extravagant testimonials from the natives in his 
jurisdiction while district commander of the Peninsular 
of Cavite. General Cochrane was known as an officer 
of high ideals. 

Mrs. Rowena Hildreth Reade, who had been seriously 
ill with bronchitis at her home, 871 Lakeview avenue, 
Lowell, Mass., died there Sunday, April 27, 1913, aged 
ninety-eight years. seven months and six days. She 
was the widow of Henry Reade, who died in Lowell 
Aug. 2, 1878, and the mother of the late Capt. Harry 
Reade, U.S.A., formerly of the 25th Infantry, who died 
in Lowell in 1907, and of Brig. Gen. Philip Reade, 
U.S.A., retired. 

Mrs. Annie Sands Clarkson, daughter of the late Rear 
Admiral Joshua R. Sands, U.S.N., died at Stratford, 
Conn., April 18, 19183. 

First Lieut. Charles F. Conry, 10th U.S. Inf., and a 
private named Callahan, of the 10th Inf., stationed at 
las Cascadas, Panama Canal Zone, were drowned in 
the Chagres River and presumably on April 25, 1913. 
They disappeared Friday afternoon, Apfil 25, and a 
searching party of a hundred men under Capt. John C. 
McArthur started April 26 to seek for them. They 
scoured the jungle for miles around and on the morning 
of Sunday, April 27, found both bodies in the’ river half 
n mile from the Gatun Dam. Lieutenant Conry was 
horn in Ohio Jan. 29, 1882. He was a graduate of the 
U.S.M.A., class of 1904, being promoted in the Army 
second lieutenant, 10th Infantry. During his service he 
was on duty in San Francisco, Portland, Honolulu, 
Monterey, Alaska and other places, his last assignment 
being to duty in the Panama Canal Zone. 

Sergt. Alfred Freedland, U.S.A., retired, who was 
stationed at Fort Hamilton for many years, died at his 
home, No. 148 Bond street, Brooklyn, N.Y., April 26, 
1913, of heart disease. He was fifty-five years old.

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FORT MYER HORSE SHOW. 


The annual military horse show at Fort Myer, Va., 
was held on April 28, 29 and 30, and furnished any 
amount of attraction for the lovers of the horse and 
skilful riding. The judges of the various events were 
Major Robert C. Paxton, Lieut. Col. E. St. J. Greble, 
Lieut. Col. Henry T. Allen, Lieut. Col. Frederick S. 
Foltz, and Lieut. Col. John E. McMahon, U.S.A. The 
events were all run off with great smoothness and the 
best horsemanship which has been seen;in the vicinity 
of the National Capital for some time held the atten- 
tion of large audiences. , 

The first day, April 28, was devoted to elimination 
tests, which resulted in plenty of excitement and a bad 
fall for Corporal King, Troop D, 15th Cav., in making 
a jump on his horse Daisy. The horse caught his feet 
in the bars at the last jump and plunged to the ground 
with his rider. By good fortune, neither beast nor man 
was badly hurt. 


EVENTS. 
In the competition of April 29 the interest centered 


upon the judging of children’s ponies, the event for 
ladies’ jumpers, and the gymkhana, or potato race. <A 
nasty fall was received by Miss Kitty Berkeley, daughter 
of Capt. Hugh D. Berkeley, just at the end of her exhibi- 
tion in the children’s event,. but luckily Miss Berkeley, 
who was riding Buster Brown, escaped without injury 
by rolling from directly beneath her pony’s feet. The 
fall, however, disqualified her. 

Cash, a pony ridden by Miss Louisita Wood, daughter 
of Major Gen. and Mrs. Leonard Wood, won a large 
silver cup as first prize in the event for children’s ponies. 
This was one of the hardest events which the judges 
were called upon to decide. Miss Wood displayed the 
best points of her pony, and never for a moment lost 
her self-possession or the control of her mount, and when 
the cup was awarded her the fashionable throng greeted 
the decision with a loud burst of applause. Dandy Man, 
ridden by Master Devereux, won second prize, while the 
third prize was .captured by Miss E. Peare, mounted 
upon Lou, a pony; belonging to Colonel Garrard, com- 
mandant of thelpost. 

The event for polo ponies was won by Bucknose, 
owned and ridden by Lieut. L. B. Winfree. Obeying 
every touch of the rein, Bueknose sped in and out among 
the poles, made a sharp turn around another pole after 
a dash down the ring and finally made a perfect brush 
jump as he left the arena. Bandit, owned and ridden by 
Lieut. E. St. J. Greble, jr., won second place, and third 
honors went to Akdar, owned and ridden by Capt. Wil- 
liam Mitchell. 

Whippoorwill, the crack horse of the 10th Cavalry, 
and one of the most famous of the many being shown at 
Fort Myer, won two large silver cups. He easily cap- 
tured the sixth event for officers’ chargers, ridden by 
Lieut. E. P. Dent, 18th Inf. Grant, ridden by Lieut. 
S. W. Winfree, 1st Cav., won second ribbon and Dillard, 
ridden by Lieut. J. W. Downer, 3d Field Art., captured 
third. 

The gameness of Miss Clarinne Hunter, jumping Cos- 
mocrat, a large mount whom she had never ridden before, 
and who attempted again and again to get the bit be- 
tween his teeth, featured thegevent for ladies’ jumpers, 
and landed Miss Hunter in second place, against the 
pick of Washington’s best women riders. Although 
warned by Captain Dean, owner of the horse, and others 
who knew the mount, Miss Hunter insisted upon enter- 
ing, and, although Cosmocrat ignored the seventh jump, 
and took the eighth and last in its stead, Miss Hunter 
-brought him back, took the jump, and received the red 
ribbon and costly crop which went with second place. 

Miss Dasha Allen, younger daughter of Col. Henry T. 
Allen, who was mounted on Yellowstone Regent, cap- 
tured the cup which was given for first place in this 
event, while Prince Henry, ridden by Miss Mildred 
Greble, and owned by her brother, took third place. 

Whippoorwill, ridden this time by Lieut. T. Deuel, 
jr., 10th Cav., who owns the horse, won his second cup 
in the event for officers’ military jumping, when he cap- 
tured first place against a clever field. Prince Henry, 
Madison Square winner, was forced to be contented with 
second place in this event, ridden by Lieut. E. St. J. 
Greble, while Cassius, ridden by Lieut. Richard C. Bur- 
leson, 3d Field Art., won third place. The other en- 
trants were Blackstone, ridden by Lieut.

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FINE RIDING AT FORT SAM HOUSTON. 


The exhibition of the riders of the 3d U.S. Cavalry 
and headquarters and ist Battalion, 3d Field Artillery, 
at the horse show held at Fort Sam Houston, Texas, 
April 23, was in a sense the culmination of the training 
carried on at Fort Sam Houston for the past six months 
in equitation, and demonstrated the great progress in 
riding and horse training that has been made in the 
Army in the last few years. “Five years ago,’ writes 
ene officer, “such performances over such difficult 
obstacles would have been impossible.” The display was 
one of the finest ever given at an Army post. 

Lieut. Brice P. Disque’s Frederick the Great won 
one first place out of three events. In that he was 
aided by Capt. 'l.

Three teams in competition were 
driven at a walk. trot and dead run between pegs set 
in the ground. The driving was done from two different 
angles, and although the ring was not large the pegs 
were disturbed but by one wheel during the contest. 
Battery © team. with Sergeant Bekkevold in charge, 
and with Privates Seachrist, Swanner and Confer driv- 
ing, won the blue ribbon. Second place was won by 
Battery A team, driven by Privates Burch, Koch and 
Dins, and with Sergt. Walter Teasley in charge. Lieuts. 
H. B. Johnson and J. B. Johnson were rivals of Colonel 
Treat in the polo ponies class. The polo exhibition was 
as exciting as it could well have been without having 
two teams lined up and the white ball being chased by 
the contestants. The several ponies dodged and stopped 
with all of the cunning of trained ponies on a regular 
polo field. The mounted combat between the 2d and 3d 
Squadrons of the 3d Cavalry was an especial feature 
of the contest. Eight men were on each team. In less 
than a minute three of the 3d Squadron team were left 
victors on the field with their green plumes waving high. 
: The team jumping by pairs of officers was ushered 
in with a hair-raising escape from injury by Gen. James 
Parker at the fourth and last barrier. General Parker 
had for a partner in the event Colonel Treat. . After the 
first three barriers had been cleared without a fault, 
General Parker’s horse, Virginia Boy, refused to take 
the last hurdle, and so sudden was his stop that General 
Varker was thrown to the ground. A half formed cry 
for fear he was injured was turned into applause when 
the General quickly remounted and forced Virginia Boy 
to take the hurdle. It was in this event that Frederic 
the Great in company with Minerva took the blue 
ribbon. - In this class the red ribbon was awarded to 
Drexel and Grant, ridden, respectively, by Lieuts. R. G. 
Kirkwood and C. A. Walker. The mounted tug of war 





was the closing event of the performance, and furnished 
a thrill for exactly twenty-two seconds, when the 3d 
Field Artillery team won over the 3d Cavalry team. It 
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was a Straight pull, and only three men were dismounted 
before the contest was concluded. 

In the “open to all” obstacle jumping Sergeant Sulli- 
yan skilfully guided an unruly horse over three obstacles 
pefore- colliding with a table set with cloth and dishes, 
the last obstacle on the course. Sergeant Sullivan 
clutched the horse’s neck and managed to keep his mount 
out of the mixup. : 

Thirty-one musical numbers were rendered by two of 
the Army bands during the performance.

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HISTORY AND STAFF RIDE, 1913.

Mr. Breckinridge is staying with his father, General 
Breckinridge, at 2139 Wyoming avenue, Washington, 
and will not move his family to Washington until next 
autumn. Mrs. Henry S. Breckinridge and her little 
daughter are now visiting Mrs. E. H. Woodman, Mrs. 
Breckinridge’s mother, in Concord, N.H. 
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The wife, mother-in-law and three children of 
Sergeant Schall, U.S.A., were burned to death in a fire 
that destroyed two frame barracks occupied by non- 
commissioned officers of the 6th Infantry and their 
families at the Presidio, San Francisco, Cal., April 27. 
The three children were aged five, seven and nine years. 
Schall made a frantic effort to save his family, and when 
at length he was dragged fromthe burning building he 
lost control of himself and was’ taken 4o the hospital 
under guard. The barracks, located in ‘the west canton- 
ment, were occupied by four families.’ The flames, dis- 
covered at midnight, swept the frame structures, and 
the sentry could only warn three of the families in time. 
When he reached Schall’s quarters they were a mass 
of flames. The great rapidity with which the fire spread 
was caused by the explosion of a quantity of gasoline 
in one of the barracks. 
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Funeral services for the late Col. Charles St. J. 
Chubb, U.S.A., who died April 27, 1918, at Fort 
Crockett, Texas, were held April 28 at the Trinity 
Episcopal Church. After the services the body, escorted 
by the 7th Regiment, to which Colonel Chubb was 
attached at the time of his death, and about 100 officers 
belonging to the 5th Brigade, was transported to the 
Union Station, where it was shipped to Washington, 
D.C., for burial. The services were conducted in the 
church by Rev. Charles F. Aves, the rector. The fol- 
lowing were the pallbearers: Col. Daniel Cornman, 7th 
Inf., Col. William Paulding, 4th Inf., Col. Millard F.

SPECIAL COURT-MARTIAL. 


G.O. 29, APRIL 22, 1913, WAR DEPT. 

1. The Army Appropriation Act approved March 2, 1913, 
published to the Army in Bulletin No. 7, War Dept., March 
15, 1913, prescribes the constitution, appointment, and juris- 
diction of the general and summary courts-martial, and of 8 
new court-martial, authorized by the act, called the special 
court-martial, and abolishes the garrison and _ regimental 
courts-martial. These provisions go into effect July 1, 1913, 
and the changes in Army Regulations and the Manual for 
Courts-Martial necessary to carry them into effect are pub- 
lished to the Army in Changes, Army Regulations, No. 27, 
War Dept., April 21, 1913, and Changes, Manual for Courts- 
Martial, No. 2, War Dept., April 21, 1913, respectively. * 

2. The special court-martial has, as regards offenses, con- 
eurrent jurisdiction with the summary court in respect of 
minor offenses and withthe general “court-martial in respect 
of all offenses not capital. The extensive punishing power 
conferred upon the new court, and the fact that it may be 
brought into existence by commanding officers immediately 
responsible for the discipline of their respective commands, 
suggest the employment of this court in the trial of those 
eases which because of their importance should not be brought 
before a summary court, but in which it is clear that the -ob- 
ject of the trial should be the maintenance of discipline and 
the reformation of the offender with a view to his retention in 
the Service. The special court-martial has, therefore, an im- 
portant place in the administration of military justice and is 
an instrumentality whereby the proper commanding officers 
will be enabled effectively to administer justice and maintain 
discipline without resort to the general court-martial in a 
large class of cases which it has heretofore been necessary to 
forward to higher authority with a view to trial by general 
court-martial.

The Division of Naturalization, in answer to a query 
of one of our readers, states that under Section 2166 
of the Revised Statutes any alien of the age of twenty- 
ene years and upward, who has enlisted in and been 
honorably discharged from the U.S. Army, either the 
Regular or Volunteer forces, may be admitted to citizen- 
ship by filing a petition for naturalization without a 
previous declaration of intention to become a citizen, 
provided that he can prove at least one year’s residence 
within the United States previous to his application to 
become such citizen, and that the court is satisfied by 
competent proof of such alien’s residence, good moral 
character and honorable discharge from the service of 
the United States. The fact that a soldier who has 
served one enlistment re-enlists in the Army is no bar 
to his seeking naturalization under the terms of Section 
2166 of the Revised Statutes during the period of his 








re-enlistment, provided that he can make the required 
proof of residence as above specified.

The promotion of Admiral Count Togo to be admiral 
of the fleet, announced at Tokio on April 21, was re- 
ceived with great satisfaction throughout Japan. Japan- 
ese regard Togo as the greatest naval commander of all 
time, the superior of Nelson, Farragut and Dewey, win- 
ner of the greatest naval battle in history. Togo was 
born in December, 1847, the son of a petty retainer of 
the Lord of Kagoshima. He entered the naval service 
at the age of sixteen and soon achieved such eminence 
that he was sent to England and educated as the nation’s 
pupil at Greenwich. His action in sinking a Chinese 
ship, while he was a captain, started the Chino-Japan- 
ese war. At the end of the conflict he was promoted to 
rear admiral. In 1900 he became vice admiral and con- 
ducted himself with such glory in the Russian War that 
he was made full admiral.

PURPOSE OF WORLD TOUR BY OUR NAVY. 


We should like to know from what secret sources 
Mr. Hamilton Holt, of the Independent, has drawn the 
information that the Battleship Fleet was sent around 
the world in 1907-09 for the purpose of “impressing” 
Japan. In discussing the California anti-Japanese situa- 
tion under the heading, ‘‘Straining an Historic Friend- 
ship,” Mr. Holt in the Independent of May 1 makes this 
statement: ‘‘Ex-President Roosevelt sent the fleet 
around the world in reality to impress Japan, whereas 
that nation on the other hand spent $1,000,000 to enter- 
tain the American sailors, and by so doing that country, 
called heathen, actually taught the United States a 
lesson in Christian charity ethics.”’ A study of the naval 
conditions then and since indicates the inaccuracy of 
Mr. Holt’s information. What really happened was 
that it was*the American people who were “impressed.” 
If in the miné of President Roosevelt had ever slumbered 
a vague desire to “impress” Japan, it must soon have 
been swalldwed up in the knowledge, by the time the 
fleet reached Saa Francisco, that the cruise was* im- 
pressing the American people. To a real friend of the 
Navy that was a greater achievement than if the voyage 
had brought Japan and all the other nations of the 
Orient to their knees. The hospitality shown by Japan 
to the fleet was only such as it received, perhaps in a 
somewhat lesser degree, at every foreign port it entered. 

If Mr. Holt is conversant with the sentiment in 
Europe at that time he would know that precisely such 
an influence upon the American people had been fore- 
cast abroad. One of the most striking evidences of the 
fact that foreign men of thought could foresee what this 
cruise meant to us was afforded by the comment of 
that eminently British and conservative periodical, the 
London Spectator, a month before the fleet sailed from 
Hampton Roads. It was reproduced in our issue of 
Nov. 16, 1907. We then referred to it as an ‘“excep- 
tionally sane and broad-minded view of the Pacific 
cruise of the Battleship Fleet.” We invite Mr. Holt’s 
attention to these words of the Spectator: 

“All over America people will follow the movements 
of the fleet; they will learn something of the intricate 
details of the coaling and commissariat work under 
warlike conditions; and in a word their attention will 
be aroused. Next time Mr. Roosevelt or his representa- 





‘tives appeal to the country for new battleships they will 


do so to people whose minds have been influenced one 
way or the other. The naval program will not have 
stood still. We are sure that, apart from increasing 
the efficiency of the existing fleet, that is the aim which 
Mr. Roosevelt has in mind. He has a policy which 
projects itself far into the future, but it is an entire 
inisreading of it to suppose that it is aimed narrowly 
and definitely at any single Power.” 

That the Spectator accurately forecast the affect of 
the cruise upon the American people will not be denied 
by anyone who recalls with what enthusiastic interest 
the American people did follow the movements of the 
fieet and how for the first time they seemed to be 
awakened to the magnitude of the naval force which 
had been developed so quietly by the Department and 
in which they found something they could admire as 
commensurate with the power, wealth and size of the 
United States. No single thing in the history of the new 
Cnited States Navy has done as much to stimulate 
che interest of the masses in our Naval Establishment 
as this world cruise. 

The original intention, as indicated in the first orders 
ef the Navy Department, was for the fleet to proceed 
only to San Francisco. The preparatory orders for this 
«cruise to the Pacific can be found in the memorandum 
issued by the Acting Secretary of the Navy, Truman H. 
Newberry, to all the bureaus of the Department on Aug. 
28, 1907. These orders Mr. Holt can find in the ARMY 
AND NAvyY JOURNAL of Aug. 31, 1907, page 1432. They 
read as follows: “The bureaus are respectfully informed 
that the Atlantic Fleet of sixteen battleships,-a flotilla 
of six torpedoboat destroyers, with an auxiliary as 
tender, together with two supply ships and one repair 
ship for the service of the fleet, will take a cruise to 
San Francisco via the Straits of Magellan, sailing not 
later than Dec. 15 to 19.” Herein can be found no 
indication of a purpose to terrorize, awe or impress 
anybody.

WORK OF CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEES. 

Nothing will be done toward the selection of the 
House Committees on Military and Naval Affairs until 
the tariff bill has been sent over to the Senate. Fearing 
that a contest over committees might weaken the organi- 
vation of the House, the Democratic leaders have refused 
absolutely to open the question of committee assign- 
ments. Owing to the rule adopted by the Democratic 
caucus and the retirement from Congress of so many 
old members, both committees will be composed largely 
of new members. Of course, Representative James Hay 
will be reappointed chairman of the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs and Representative L. P. Padgett chairman 
of the Committee on Naval Affairs. It is understood 
that Representative James LL. Slayden, of Texas, desires 
very much to retain his membership of the Military 
Committee, but does not feel as though he could afford 
to give up the chairmanship of another important com- 
mittee for it. Under the rule of the caucus it will be 
necessary for him to give up either his place on the 
Military Committee or his chairmanship of the Library 
Committee. Mr. Slayden is one of the veterans of the 
Military Committee and is well known throughout the 
Service. He has not always been in harmony with 
the progressive thought of the Service, but on the whole 
las been a very valuable member and has been respon- 
sible for some excellent military legislation. Among 
the more prominent and active former members of the 
Military Committee who are not in Congyess this session 
are Representatives George W. Prince, of Illinois, 
former ranking Republican; John Q. Tilson, of Con- 
necticut; Edwin F. Sweet, of Michigan, and Linden 
Evans, of Illinois. On the Naval Committee the largest 
number of vacaneies is on the Republican side, where 
Representatives George E. Foss, former chairman, and 
«G. A. Loud, of Michigan, were retired at the close of 
the last Congress. But owing to the caucus rules there 
ure several other members who it is expected will be 
compelled to give up places on the Naval Committee. 

As soon as the House Committee on Naval Affairs 
is appointed it will take up the Naval Personnel bill. 
As most of the members will be serving their first term 
on the committee, Chairman Padgett thinks that it will 
he necessary to hold extended hearings on the proposed 
legislation, with a view to shaping up a bill to be re- 
ported to the House at least in the early part of next 
session. It is possible that the bill will be reported at 
this session with a view to obtaining a good place on 
the calendar. One of the most hopeful features of the 
situation at the Capitol is that cordial relations exist 
between Secretary Daniels and Chairman Padgett. They 
are friends of years’ standing, and it is thought that 
they will be able to work harmoniously in developing .an 
important legislative program. As soon“as the Secretary 
returns from his Southern trip he will probably have 
a conference with Chairman Padgett, at which they will 
get together—or at least attempt to get together—on a 
number of important legislative matters. By that time 
the committee may be appointed, and Chairman Padgett 
will be able to advise the Secretary as to its attitude 
toward Navy legislation.

That the sentiment of the Moros respecting the turn- 
ing of their country over to the Filipinos to govern has 
undergone no change since the visit of Secretary of War 
Dickinson in 1910 is shown by the expression of the 
leading Moro men at a recent conference with Governor 
General Forbes, of the Philippine Islands. It will be 
remembered that during his visit a number of the datus 
of the Moro country told Mr. Dickinson at their capital 
city, Zamboanga, that they would fight to the death if 
the United States should placé the contrel of Mindanao 
in the hands of the Filipinos. They said.they would not 
submit to the rule of the Christian natives of Luzon and 
preferred the government of the United States. <A simi- 
lar expression was given during the visit of Mr. Forbes 
to Camp Keithley, Mindanao, on March 19. Our cor- 
respondent at that camp sends us this account of the con- 
ference: “On March 19 Governor General Forbes, ac- 
companied by General Pershing, arrived at the post. 
They were met and escorted by the 2d Battalion, after 
which the Governor General reviewed the battalion, then 
went to the quarters of the commanding officer, Major 
Thomas G. Hanson, 8th U.S. Inf., where he and General 
Pershing were entertained. In the afternoon the Gover- 
nor General’s party and officers and ladies of the post 
went over to Constabulary headquarters, where Major 
Gilsheuser and the officers of the Constabulary held a re- 
ception. Word had been sent to all the Moros far and 
near, and they came, to the number of about 500, in their 
best toggery. After the Governor General had greeted 
the most prominent among the Moros, the principal 
datus gathered around him for a conference concerning 
the needs of their people. At the conclusion of this 
conference a unanimous request was made by the as- 
sembled datus to the Governor General that the Philip- 
pines be not turned over to the Filipinos to govern.” 
Nothing could be more positive than this as to the hatred 
of the Filipinos by the Moros, and yet we are solemnly 
told by Representative Jones and others who favor his 
bill granting independence to the islands that the with- 
drawal of the U.S. troops and the institution of native 
rule would be the harbingers of peace and native con- 





tentment. We see in Mexico what may come of inde- 
pendence that is not based upon a solid appreciation of 
the principles of government, and Mexico, it should be 
remarked, has not those racial cleavages, those religious 
animosities that obtain among the population of the 
Philippines. If we could conceive of a large part of the 
Mexican population, and that the most warlike, being 
Mohammedan, we might form some idea of what might 
be expected in the nature of internecine strife in the 
event of independence being granted to the islands.

While Secretary of War Garrison’s determination to 
seek the advice of general officers in the seleépion of 
colonels for promotion to the rank of brigadiér general 
is being applauded throughout the Army, a growl came 
from Capitol Hill when the announcement ¢was_ pub- 
lished last week. The old complaint of the invasion of 
the legislative functions by the executive departments is 
being made against the Secretary’s new policy. On Capi- 
tol Hill attention is called to the requirement of the Con- 
stitution that the President shall appoint “by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate.” The Senators, 
especially those who are interested in the candidacy of 
some officer, are insisting that the Constitution provides 
that they should be consulted. They also insist that 
they should be allowed to consult with officers of the 
Army, and that it should be no crime for Army officers 
to come to them with their grievances. At its last ses- 
sion Congress became indignant at the orders of the De- 
partment, forbidding Civil Service employees to seek the 
influence of Senators and Members in their behalf and 
passed a law authorizing civilians to petition Congress 
whenever they have a grievance. The scope of the new 
law, which is printed in a War Department circular of 
Aug. 29, 1912, is very broad and authorizes Civil Service 
employees not onky to go to Congress ‘but to belong 
to organizations formed to advance their interests. The 
law provides that “The right of persons employed in the 
Civil Service of the United States, either individually or 
collectively, to petition Congress, or any Member thereof, 
or to furnish information to either House of Congress, 
or to any committee or member thereof, shall not be 
denied or interfered with.” It would not be surprising, 
in view of this fact, if some member were to propose a 
similar bill covering Army appointments. However, if 
it ever should receive serious consideration either in the 
committee or on the floor of Congress, it would provoke a 
very bitter debate. For some time in the War Depart- 
ment the policy of Secretary Garrison has been under 
consideration. Last winter Secretary Stimson appointed 
a board which selected the brigadier generals whose 
nominations were sent to the Senate during the latter 
part of the Taft administration. 
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Just now considerable trouble is experienced in re- 
cruiting the tay and Navy up to their authorized 
strength.” In the Army the term of enlistment appears 
to be the chief cause of the trouble. It is not only the 
length of the term, but the complicated nature of the 
law. Lawyers do not agree as to its construction, and 
it confuses the average recruit, to whom enlistment 
under the present law is a plunge in the dark. It is 
understood that President Wilson and Secretary Garri- 
son will in due time recommend a revision of the law. 
Both of them, it is stated, are in favor of a shorter 
term of enlistment, with the reserve features. The 
Secretary of War has not yet worked out the details 
of the recommendation which he will make to Congress, 
but there is no doubt that he will ask Congress to 
authorize a shorter term. In the Navy there is a 
shortage of about 3,900 in its enlisted strength, owing 
to a variety of causes. Both Services are affected by 
the fact that the country is in a very prosperous condi- 
tion, and there is a great demand for all sorts of 
mechanies and laborers. Even the prospects of trouble 
along the Mexican border and the talk of war with 
Japan do not attract men to either of the Services. The 
Navy in recruiting has been handicapped by a shortage 
of funds. ‘ For six or eight years Congress has kept the 
appropriation for recruiting at about $145,000. Out of 
this the Navy Department is required to pay rent for 
all the recruiting offices, office expenses, subsistence and 
transportation for all recruits. On account of the delay 
in passing last year’s appropriation bill there were no 
funds available for recruiting between the end of the 
fiseal year, July 1, and Aug. 22. During this period 
all of the recruiting offices in the Middle West were 
practically idle. Another cause that contributes to the 
shortage in the Navy is the expiration of the term of 
cnlistment of the men who went on the trip around 
the world. ‘There is an extraordinarily large number of 
discharges of this class of men who enlisted for the trip.

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Under a new system approved by the Navy Depart- 
ment, civilians will come into the Naval Medical Corps 
on practically the same terms as those commissioned in 
the Army Medical Corps. Upon passing the preliminary 
examination, candidates between the ages of twenty-one 
and thirty will be commissioned as assistant surgeons in 
the Medical. Reserve Corps, being placed upon active 
duty with full pay and allowances for six months, dur- 
ing which time they will take a course of study at the 
Naval Medical School. If, at the end of this period, 
they pass what might be termed a final examination and 
are found qualified they will be commissioned assistant 
surgeons in the regular Medical Corps. If a candidate 
fails he will be permitted either to resign or to remain 
in the Medical Reserve Corps. While under the new 


regulations one year’s hospital service is desirable, it is 
not required. There are a number of vacancies in the 
corps at present, and a special effort will be made to fill 
them. To enlarge the opportunities to pass an examina- 
tion, the Navy Department has decided to hold examina- 
tions in all of the larger cities, instead of exclusively in 
Washington as under present arrangements.

In experimental target practice at Indian Head, Md., 
the gunners on the Tallahassee mistook the Dolphin, on 
board of which was a party of Congressmen, for the tar- 
get and sent the range-finding solid shot about fifty 
yards over the Dolphin. Naturally the Congressmen 
were thoroughly frightened and the daily papers were 
filled with sensational stories for a number of days. It 
was a hazy day and the Tallahassee was attempting to 
locate the target at a distance of about 12,000 yards. 
The tug Hercules was about midway between the Dol- 
phin and the target. As the stern of the Dolphin hap- 





pened to be turned toward the Tallahassee, the gun-. 


pointer thought that the Hercules was towing the Dolphin 
and trained the shot on the ship containing the Con- 
gressmen. Comdr. Philip Williams. on the Tallahassee 
discovered the mistake as soon as the shot struck and 
gave orders to cease firing. As usual in these cases a 
court of inquiry will be ordered, but neither the Con- 
gressmen nor the authorities of the Department are of 
the opinion that anyone on the Tallahassee was _ negli- 
gent. It was a mistake that might have happened under 
such conditions despite the exercise of the greatest care. 
There is very little difference of appearance between the 
Dolphin and the target at a range of about six miles, 
especially on such a hazy day. 
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With a view -to making a personal investigation of the 
southern navy yard «question, Seeretary of the Navy 
Daniels left Washington April 30 for Wilson, 'N.C., 
where he will be the guest of his boyhood friends. After 
this social event the Secretary will start on a tour ot 
the southern navy yards, visiting New Orleans, Pensa- 
cola, Kéy West, Port Royal and Charleston. He will 
return to Washington May 13. This navy yard prob- 
lem will be one of the most difficult that Secretary 
Daniels will be called upon to solve during his adminis- 
tration. All of his old political associates in the Senate 
and the House are personally interested in the develop- 
ment of the southern yards. It will be very embarrassing 
to the Secrétary to reject the suggestions of his power- 
ful and close friends, and he purposes to acquaint him- 
self with all the details so that he will be ready to take 
up the troublesome questions when the next Navy Ap- 
propriation bill is under consideration.

A year or so ago the Paymaster General of the Navy 
had lasts made for the Navy and the shoes are now 
manufactured on these lagts, which are furnished to the 
lowest bidder. By owning Navy lasts better competition 
is secured and the Navy insured the production of a thor- 
oughly satisfactory and uniform design. In addition, 
they are made under the constant supervision of expert, 
inspectors employed by the Navy Department. No ma- 
terial that has not been passed by the inspectors is ever 
used, and a high standard of workmanship is insisted 
upon as well. Every step in the process of manufacture 
is carefull scrutinized. The Navy Department is sup- 
plying this shoe to the enlisted men at the price of $2.85 
per pair. Great satisfaction is being expressed by 
officers and men of the Navy with the new pattern shoe 
adopted by the Bureau of Navigation after exhaustive 
consideration given the several types submitted show it 
to be by far the best. 








There will be quite an array of machine guns sub- 
mitted to the special Ordnance Board, which will con- 
duct competitive tests of this arm at Springfield in June. 
Among those that will. be tested/iare the Benét-Mercié, 
now issued to the Army; the Lewis gun; the Madsen: 
the Vickers-Maxim; one from the Coventry Ordnance 
Works of England; the Swartz-Loser of Austria; the 
Colt’s; and perhaps a Mauser. The board after conduct- 
ing the experiments at the armory will take steps to 
arrange a field test. With so many guns the work laid 
out for the board will prove quite a task which will con- 
sume considerable time. 
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The vacancy in the grade of brigadier general in the 
U.S. Army occasioned by the rétirement of Brig. Gen. 
W. S. Schuyler will not be filled until after the retire- 
ment for age of Brig. Gen. Fred A. Smith on May 15, 
1913. Then the Secretary of War will make recom- 
mendations for both vacancies. Owing to the shortness 
of time to fill these two vacancies the Secretary has not 
communicated with the general officers in the Philip- 
pines. In the filling of other vacancies the general 
officers in the Philippines as well as those in the United 
States will be asked to submit endorsements.

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The du Pont resolution (S. Res. 35) relative to duties 
of retired officers, as am@nded and passed by the Senate 
May 1, promises to stir up a fight in Congress. It may 
result in the passage of some resolution prohibiting 
retired officers from working for concerns that do busi- 
ness with the Government. The amendment, which is 
intended to secure information on this subject, calls 
upon the Secretary of War to give the number, rank 
and pay of officers now on the retired list and the avoca- 
tions in civil life in which they are now engaged. 
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THE SIXTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
FIRST (EXTRA) SESSION. 


The Sundry Civil bill was reported in the Senate April 
28, with only one amendment recommended by the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee, that is, to strike from the 
bill as passed by the House this paragraph: “Hereafter 
vacancies occurring in the membership of the Board of 
Managers of the National Home for Disabled Volunteer 
Soldiers shall not be filled until the whole number of 
members of such board is reduced to five, and thereafter 
the number of members constituting such board shall not 
exceed five.” : 

In the Senate April 24 an amendment was offered in- 
tended to be proposed by Mr. Chamberlain to the bill 
(H.R. 2973) making appropriations for certain expenses 
incident to the first session of the Sixty-third Congress. 
Insert the following: ‘The Attorney General of the 
United States is hereby authorized and directed to offer 
and pay rewards to the person or persons who shall first 
furnish to the Government information or evidence 
which shall lead to the detection of violations of the 
Anti-Trust Act of July 2, 1890, in cases where such vio- 
lations have injuriously affected the Navy Department, 
the War Department, or any business connected with the 
national defense, either by land or sea, or in cases where 
these departments have been defrauded in the character, 
quality, or price of the material furnished and where, as 
a result of information or evidence so furnished, the 
Government succeeds in recovering money or property 
as fines, penalties, forfeitures, or otherwise, the reward 
shall be twenty per centum of the amount so recovered. 

A bill, H.R. 4541, was introduced by Representative 
Hay, of Virginia, to consolidate the veterinary service 
of the Army and to increase its efficiency. By the terms 
of the bill the President is authorized to appoint vet- 
erinarians and assistant veterinarians not to exceed two 


for each regiment of Cavalry and Field Artillery; fifteen: 


to serve as inspectors of horses and mules and as vet- 
erinarian in the Quartermaster Corps, and five to serve 
as meat inspectors in the Quartermaster Corps; not to 
exceed sixty-two in all. Applicants for appointment as 
assistant veterinarian must be citizens of the United 
States, between the ages of twenty-one and twenty-seven, 
be graduates of a recognized veterinary college, and 
must pass a satisfactory examination as to character, 
physical condition, general education and professional 
qualifications. Appointees are to have rank, pay and 
allowances of a second lieutenant; after five years’ serv- 
ice to have those of a first lieutenant; and after fifteen 
years of service are to have the rank, pay and allowances 
of a captain. The bill provides that the veterinarians 
now in the Service with the Cavalry and Field Artillery 
who, at the date of the passage of this act, shall have 
less than five years of service shall be reappointed as 
assistant veterinarians with rank of second lieutenant; 
those having more than five, with rank of first lieuten- 
ant; and those with fifteen years of service shall be com- 
missioned as veterinarians and captains with rank and 
pay as such. It is provided that veterinarians now in 
the Service who fail to pass the physical examinations 
due to disability incident to the Service shall be retired 
with seventy-five per cent. of pay corresponding to length 
of service. The Senate bill intraduced last week for the 
same purpose is S. 1303. 


Representative Smith, of Maryland, has introduced a 
bill, H.R. 4537, which provides for a committee of five 
Senators and five members of the House to be appointed 
by the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the 
House on the recommendation of the Military Commit- 
tee of each house. This joint committee is directed to 
report to their respective bodies what acts of omission 
or commission by officers or enlisted men constitute 
offenses against the United States, and what shall be 
the minimum and the maximum punishment awarded by 
courts-martial upon conviction of such offense. Five 
thousand dollars is appropriated to carry out the pro- 
vision of the act. H.R. 4538 is a bill in the same form, 
but relating to Navy. Committees are appointed from 
the Naval Committee of each house. 


DETACHIED SERVICE FOR FIELD OFFICERS. 


Chairman Hay’s bl extending the detached service 
provision to field offigers has not yet been referred to 
the Secretary of War for his opinion. There is a differ- 
ence of opinion among officers who have studied it, but 
up to this time no very indignant protests have been 
received either at the War Department or at Capitol 


Hill. When the present law on detached service was 
first proposed it included majors, but for some reason 
this feature of it was stricken out. The new bill relates 
to officers from major to colonel, and reads as follows: 


H.R. 4351, Mr. Hay.—To regulate detached service in the 
line of the Army. That hereafter, in time of peace, whenever 
any officer holding a permanent commission in the line of the 
Army with rank of colonel, lieutenant colonel or major shall 
not have been actually present for duty in a capacity other 
than that of a regimental, squadron, battalion or Coast Artillery 
district staff officer of any kind for at least two years of the 
last preceding six years with a statutory organization composed 
of, or with, a Coast Artillery district comprising not less than 
three troops, batteries or companies of that branch of the 
Army in which he shall hold said commission, such officer shall 
not be detached nor permitted to remain detached from such 
statutory organization or Coast Artillery district for duty of 
any kind; and all pay and allowances shall be forfeited by 
any superior for any period during which, by his order or his 
permission, or by reason of his failure or neglect to issue or 
cause to be issued the proper order or instructions at the proper 
time, any officer shall be detached or permitted to remain de- 
tached in violation of any of the terms of this act; but nothing 
in this act shall be held to apply in the case of any officer for 
such period as shall be actually necessary for him, after having 
been relieved from detached service, to join the statutory or- 
ganization or Coast Artillery district to which he shall belong, in 
that branch in which he shall hold a permanent commission, 
nor shall anything in this act be held to apply to the detach- 
ment or detail of officers for duty in connection with the con- 
struction of the Panama Canal until after such canal shall have 
been formally opened. 


BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S.J. Res. 29, Mr. Hughes.—Authorizing the President to 
designate an officer of the Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., whose 
assignment of duty relates to harbor work in, or in the neigh- 
borhood of, New York Harbor, to act as a member of the 
New Jersey and New York Joint Harbor Line Commission: Pro- 
vided, That no expense shall accrue to the United States by 
reason of such appointment, and the officer designated may re- 
ceive such compensation for his services on said commission 
as may be provided by the states aforesaid. 

1359, Mr. Martine of New Jersey.—To amend Sec. 1244, 
R.S., by adding: “And any volunteer who served as a com- 
missioned officer in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps during 
the late Civil War, and was honorably discharged, shall, upon 
application to the President, have his name placed upon the 
unlimited retired list upon the highest rank held by him during 
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his service and be entitled to all the benefits of the provisions 
of law applicable to officers of the Army of the United States 
retired from active service.” 


8S. 1365, Mr. Chamberlaine.—To appoint Brig. Gén. Thomas 
M. Anderson, U.S.A., retired, to the grade of major general on 
the retired list of the Army. 

8S. 1368, Mr. McCumber.—For relief of Capt. Frank B. 
Watson, U.S.A. (claims). 


S. 1371, Mr. McCumber.—Relief of heirs of Lieut.-R. B. 
Calvert, deceased (claims). 

S. 1372, Mr. McCumber.—Relief of Capt. Frederick B. Shaw 
(claims). 

S. 1396, Mr. Martin of Virginia——Appropriating $50,000 for 
the erection of a monument to the memory Matthew Fontaine 
Maury of Virginia to commemorate his service as an officer 
of the U.S. Navy, connected with the Naval Observatory at 
Washingten, etc. 

S. 1404, Mr. Martin of Virginia.—To establish the Ftedericks- 
burg and Adjacent National Battlefields Memorial Park, in the 
state of Virginia, for the purpose of preserving and suitably 
marking for historical and professional military study the famous 
battlefields in Spotsylvania county, Va., known as Fredericks- 
burg, Salem Church, Chancellorsville, the Wilderness and Spot- 
sylvania Court House, all of them within a radius of eight 
miles. Appropriates $100,000.

S. 1410, Mr. Martin of Virginia——For the promotion of 
Carpenter Joseph A. O'Connor, U.S.N., retired, to the rank of 
chief carpenter on the retired list. 

S. 1411 (same).—Providing for the promotion of Chief Btsn. 
Patrick Deery, U.S.N. 


S. 1413 (same).—To authorize and direct the President to 
place upon the retired list of the Navy late Midshipman John 
Benton Ewald, with rank of ensign. 


8. 1498, Mr. Martin of Virginia.—For the relief of William 
Allman and others. Payment for overtime work at navy yards. 
These numerous claims were put in the Omnibus bill last 
Congress by the Senate, but the bill did not pass. 

S. 1542, Mr. Shively.—To place on the retired list of the 
Army the names of the surviving officers who were mustered 
4 —— the provisions of the Act of Congress approved July 

, 1870. 


8S. 1568, Mr. Weeks.—That any officer of the U.S. Navy who 
served creditably during the Civil War and whose name is 
now borne on the list of retired officers of the Navy shall have 
the benefit of all laws in the same manner and to the same ex- 
tent as though such officer, had been retired for disability inci- 
dent to the service: Provided, That no increase of pay or allow- 
ance shall accrue prior to June 29, 1906. 

S. 1574, Mr. Weeks.—Granting thirty working days’ leave of 
absence in each year, without forfeiture of pay during such 
leave, to certain employees at United States arsenals, gun fac- 
tories, proving grounds, supply stations, and navy yards. 

S. 1575, Mr. Weeks.—Authorizing the President to issue a 
commission as major of Cavalry in the name of John T. Haines, 
with rank to date from March 3, 1911, 


S. 1577, Mr. Weeks.—To locate, map and mark the battle- 
fields of Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, the Wilderness and 
Spotsylvania Court House, and other minor engagements within 
or adjacent thereto, included in what is commonly known as 
the Wilderness campaign.

76, Mr. Blackmon.—Authorizing and directing the 
Secretary of War to accept the title to four thousand acres 
of land at or near Anniston, Ala., for the purpose of estab- 
lishing maneuver camps, rifle and artillery ranges, and so forth. 


H.R. 3967, Mr. Hamlin.—That every non-commissioned offi- 
cer, private, or other person who has been or shall hereafter be 
discharged from the Army of the United States within two years 
from the date of his enlistment by reason of wounds received 
in battle or disease incurred in the service shafl be entitled to 
receive the same bounty as is granted or may be granted to 
the same classes of persons who are discharged after a service 
of two years; and all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with 
this act are hereby repealed.

H.R, 4230, Mr. Stone.—To provide for admission of volunteer 
soldiers and sailors who served in the U.S. Army or Navy in 
thé War with Spain or the Philippine insurrection, and who 
are afflicted with tuberculosis, to the United States Public 
Health Service sanitorium at Fort Stanton, N.M. 


H.R. 4232, Mr. Townsend.—To amend Sec. 1440, R.S.U.S., 
to read: “Sec. 1440. If any officer of the Navy or Marine Corps 
on the active list accepts or holds appointment in the Diplomatic 
or Consular Service of the Government, he shall be considered 
as having resigned his place in the Navy, and it shall be filled 
as @ vacancy.” 

H.R. 4269, Mr. O’Shaunessy.—Providing for the discon- 
tinuance of the grade of post non-commissioned staff officer, and 
creating the grade of warrant officer in lieu thereof; that they be 
paid at the rate of $100 per month, with ten per centum in- 
crease for each five years of previous service in the Army, 
Navy or Marine Corps, until forty per centum has been at- 
tained, and ten per centum increase over their pay for foreign 
service; that they shall receive allowances as now provided for 
veterinarians, Cavalry and Field Artillery; and that they shall 
be retired with warrant rank with three-fourths of .their pay 
and allowances upon completion of thirty years’ service, foreign 
service to count double time for retirement: Provided, That when 
a warrant officer becomes disabled for the performance of his

competitive examinations as may be prescribed by the Secretary 
of War: Provided further, That all warrants issued under the 
provisions of this act shall continue in force without re-enlist- 
ment of the holder, unless he shall become separated from the 
Service by reason of the acceptance of his resignation, or his 
dismissal from the service by sentence of a general court-martial 
approved by the President. 

H.R, 4271, Mr. O’Shaunessy.—To amend Sec. 13 of an act 
entitled ‘“‘An act to promote the efficiency of the Militia, to read: 
“Sec. 13. That the Secretary of War is hereby authorized 
to procure, by purchase or manufacture, and issue from time 
to time to the Organized Militia, under such regulations as he 
may prescribe, such number of U.S. Service arms, together with 
all accessories and such other accouterments, equipments, uni- 
forms, clothing, equipage, and military stores of all kinds re- 
quired for the Army of the United States, as are necessary to

1661, R.S., as amended, or requiring payment therefor, and 
to exchange, without receiving any money credit therefor, am- 
munition or parts thereof suitable to the new arms, round for 
round, for corresponding ammunition suitable to the old arms 
heretofore issued to said state, territory or the District of Co- 
lumbia by the United States: Provided, That said property shal) 
remain the property of the United States, except as hereinafter 
provided, and be annually accounted for by the governors of 
the states and territories as required by law, and that each 
state, territory and the District of Columbia shall, on receipt 
of new arms or equipments, turn into the War Department, or 
otherwise dispose of in accordance with the directions of the 
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Secretary of War, without receiving any money credit therefor 
and without expense for transportation, all United States rop- 
erty so replaced or condemned. When the Organized Militte 
is uniformed as above required the Secretary of War is author. 
ized to fix an annual clothing allowance to each state, territory 
and the District of Columbia for each enlisted man of the Or- 
ganized Militia thereof, and thereafter issues of clothing to such 
states, territories and the District of Columbia shall be in ac- 
cordance with such allowance, and the governors of the states 
and territories and the commanding general of the Militia of 
the District of Columbia shall be authorized to drop from their 
returns each year as expended clothing corresponding in value 
te such allowance. The Secretary of War is hereby further 
authorized to issue from time to time to the Organized Militia, 
under such regulations as he may prescribe, small-arms and 
artillery ammunition upon the requisition of the governor, in 
the proportion of fifty per centum of the corresponding Regular 
Army allowance without charge to the State’s allotment from the 
appropriation under Sec. 1661, R.S., as amended. To provide 
means to carry into effect the provisions of this section, the 
necessary money to cover the cost of procuring, exchanging or 
issuing of arms, accouterments, equipments, uniforms, clothing, 
équipage, forage, ammunition, and military stores to be ex- 
changed or issued hereunder is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated: Provided, 
That the sum expended in the execution of the purchases and 
issues provided for in this section shall not exceed the sum of 
$2,000,000 in any fiscal year: Provided also, That the Secretary 
of War shall annually submit to Congress a report of expendi- 
tures made by him in the execution of the requirements of this 
section.”

AVIATION NOTES. 


Two Army aviation records were broken at San.Diego, 
Cal., on April 20, at the Army Aviation Camp. Lieut. 
Samuel H. McLeary, C.A.C., in a Curtiss military 
biplane, climbed 8,300 feet during a flight of one hour 
sixteen minutes. He flew over Coronado, Tia Juana, 
National City, La Jolla and Point Loma, and concluded 
with a volplane of 3,500 feet. The best previous record 
was held by Lieut. Henry H. Arnold, 29th Inf., who 
several times exceéded the height of one mile. Lieut. 
tenant McLeary has been a member of the flying 
squadron since last July. He has completed his aviation 
instruction and will soon rejoin his company. Lieut. 
J. D. Park, Cav., broke the camp duration record at 
San Diego by flying for two hours fifteen minutes over 
San Diego and the harbor at an altitude of 6,000 feet. 
Lieutenants Taliaferro and Carberry, at San Diego, are 
soon to fly for the military and Aero Club licenses. 

At Annapolis, Md., on April 24, when the altitude 
record for hydro-aeroplanes was twice broken in one 
day, as noted last week, Lieut. P. N. L. Bellinger flew 
a Curtiss hydro-aeroplane equipped with Curtiss motor 
and attained an altitude of 3,710 feet. Ensign Victor 
LD. Herbster flew a Wright machine equipped with 
Curtiss pontoon and new style of Curtiss 6-cylinder 
motor, and climbed 4,450 feet. Ensign Herbster would 
have done considerably better but for the fact that the 
propellers were geared too low for the new power plant. 
With the gear ratio used the motor “ran away with” 
the propeller. On trial it turned up 1,650 r.p.m. and 
was throttled down to 1,575 r.p.m. 

Robert G. Fowler flew from the Pacific over the 
Panama Canal on April 27 in a hydro-aeroplane with 
a passenger, landing at the Atlantic side, in fifty-five 
minutes. The flight has been deemed very difficult on 
aecount of the air currents over Culebra. Fowler flew 
directly over the Cut, and was able to carry out various 
evolutions despite wind obstacles. From Colon he was 
continuing to Cristobal when the motor suddenly stopped, 
after missing fire, through the gasoline giving out. 
Fowler landed on a reef. The pontoon was torn, but 
otherwise the machine was undamaged. 

In an effort to arouse the national spirit in behalf of 
military aviation the Lord Mayor of London has ar- 
ranged for a meeting to be held at the Mansion House 
on May 5 to discuss the subject of aviation and its 
relation to national defense. 

The allies have not had it all their own way in the 
matter of flying in the Balkan war. One of the most 
striking aerial performances of the war occurred shortly 
after the resumption of hostilities, and stands to the 
credit of the Turks. The various Turkish aeroplanes, 
probably in a sad state of disrepair, have made few 
extended flights, while three monoplanes were seized by 
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the Greeks at the time of the fall of Salonica. But on 
March 21 a new German biplane, driven by a Mercedes 
engine, and piloted by the German pilot, Maurice Scherff, 
jeft the camp at San Stefano with Capt. Kemal Bey, 
of the Turkish General Staff, on board as observer. The 
departure took place at five in the morning; the flight 
jasted four hours and two minutes, and during its course 
ihe whole of the Bulgarian front was flown over, as 
well as the positions a good distance in the rear. During 
the four hours 275 miles were covered at an altitude 
ranging from 2,500 to 8,000 feet, and although the aero- 

Jane was subjected to continuous fire no hits were 
recorded. As a result, the officer was able to draw up 
a report on the disposition of the entire Bulgarian army, 
which must have proved of inestimable value to the 
Turkish commander-in-chief. : 

The performance of the Maurice Farman hydro-aero- 
plane belonging to the Greek navy and piloted by Lieu- 
tenant Moutoussis, who had already served with distinc- 
tion in the campaigns in Macedonia and Epirus, was 
equally noteworthy, The machine left the port of 
Moudros, on the Island of Lemnos, serving as the base 
of operations of the Greek fleet, early on the morning 
of Feb. 6, carrying an. observer. Arrived over the 
Dardanelles, the flight was continued over the Turkish 
forts on the Asiatic side and as far as the anchorage 
of the Turkish fleet; a few bombs were released, and the 
machine returned to its base after a three-hour flight. 
The Greek army and navy together already possess fifty 
machines of the Farman type. ak . 

Lieutenant de Blamont, of the French Military Avia- 
tion Corps, was killed at the flying ground at Villa- 
coublay,, near Paris, on April 21. His monoplane 
capsized and the aviator fell about 350 feet. BH 3 

Lieut. Roger Harrison, of the British army Aviation 
Corps, was killed while flying at Farnborough on April 
og, He was attempting a rapid descent from a height 
of 400 feet when the elevator of his biplane collapsed 
ander the strain. :

CELEBRATING BATTLE OF MANILA BAY. 


Admiral Dewey, U.S.N., and twenty-two of the officers 
who served with him in the battle of Manila Bay, May 
1, 1898, gathered at.a banquet at the New Willard 
Hotel, Washington, D.C., May 1, to celebrate the 
fifteenth anniversary ‘of the great event. : 

With his usual modesty Admiral Dewey gave 
credit for his historie victory to “a higher power,” 
saying: “The battle was indeed a remarkable victory, 
although, of course, nothing like Togo’s great modern 
naval victory in the Sea of Japan. I shall never forget 
to-day fifteen years ago, when the battle was over, and 
the six captains of the squadron came aboard the 
Olympia, one by one. I said to them: ‘Well, how about 
it? How about your men? Are you hurt? Did you 
come through it all right? And when they answered, 
‘Not a hurt,’ ‘Not a wound,’ and so on, I just couldn’t 
helieve it, at first. Finally, I came to the conclusion, 
und I said: s > 

“Well, gentlemen, a higher power than we fought 
this battle to-day.’ ‘ 

“And so it was a remarkable battle, for the Spaniards 
fired twice the number of shots that we did, and we 
killed and wounded hundreds of the enemy’s men, but 
they did us no damage, except on the cruiser Baltimore, 
where six men were injured by the explosion of one of 
that ship’s shells. And even at that, all six of those 
en were right back on duty almost immediately.” 

Admiral Dewey declares that the anniversary of the 
battle is the one night, with the exception of dinners 
to the Secretary of the Navy, when he breaks his rule 
not to go to banquets—a rule which, he maintains, 
coupled with taking exercise, is the secret of long and 
healthy life. He said, «vith considerable amusement, 
that the Manila Bay Society’s banquet is the only .occa- 
sion on which he permits himself to “climb down off 
the water wagon for the sake of taking a glass of 
champagne,” 

Admiral Dewey called attention to the curious fact 
that of all the surviving officers of his squadron those 
that were on the Concord are greatest in number. There 
are six Coneord officers surviving—Rear Admiral 
Walker, retired, Rear. Admiral Colvocoresses, retired, 
Captain Hourigan, retired, Captain McCormick, retired, 
Pay Inspector Ryan, retired, and Rear Admiral Howard, 
still on the active list. Of surviving officers who were 
on the flagship Olympia there are but four. 

Because of their absence at sea several members of 
the society, which is composed only of officers who were 
attached to the squadron at the time of battle, were 
unable to be present at the banquet at the New Willard 
May 1. Those present were Admiral George Dewey, 
Rear Admiral Asa Walker, retired, Medical Director 
John C. Wise, retired, Rear Admiral Frank H.

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GROUNDING OF THE ARKANSAS. 


After an investigation by a court of inquiry and a 
careful survey of the locality, the Navy Department has 
issued orders for the trial by general court-martial of 
Capt. Roy C. Smith, U.S.N., who was in command of 
the U.S.S. Arkansas when that vessel was injured by 
running upon a shoal in the vicinity of Ceiba Bank, off 
the southern coast of Cuba. The trial of Lieut. W. W. 
Smyth, U.S.N., who was acting navigator of the Ar- 
kansas at that time, has also been ordered. The date of 
the trial is set for May 12 at the navy yard, New York. 

The court-martial will try Captain Smith upon the 
charge of having improperly hazarded the vessel on Feb. 
11, 1913, by causing a course to be steered which lay 


dangerously close.to a shoal in the vicinity of Ceiba 
bank, and where at the same time there was available a 
wide clear channel showing deep and regular soundings, 
and also for having steered this course in the absence of 
any necessity in shaping a course so close to the shoal 
rather than further away. The damage to the bottom 
of the Arkansas was so extensive as to require repairs 
which cost the Government in the neighborhood of 





A second charge takes up the question as to whether 
Captain Smith failed to assure himself that a course that 
would safely carry the ship through the channel to the 
westward of Ceiba bank was carefully steered; as to 
whether or not he; failed to check or cause to be checked 
the position of his vessel by exact methods; especially as 
to whether he neglected and failed to keep himself in- 
formed of the position of the Arkansas while approach- 
ing the vicinity of Ceiba bank, but relied upon estimated 
distances from buoys. 

The specifications in the charge against Lieutenant 
Smyth take up the question as to whether Lieutenant 
Smyth, who was acting navigator at the time of the acci- 
dent, failed to fully perform his duties as acting navi- 
gator in that he did not at the time fix the position of 





the ship by exact methods in the run from Cuatro Reales 
Channel to Ceiba bank so as to keep himself informed 
as to what distance the ship would pass the said Ceiba 
bank and as to whether or not he failed to inform the 
Captain of the fact that the ship would pass too close 
tothe charted position of the shoal.

FAREWELL TO AMBASSADOR BRYCE. 


Among the distinguished company that assembled at 
the Waldorf, New York city, Friday night, April 25, 
at the farewell dinner given by the Pilgrims of the 
United States, some 400 strong, to James Bryce, the 
retiring British Ambassador, the Army and Navy ‘were 
represented by Rear Admiral Aaron Ward and Capt. 
Albert Gleaves, U.S.N., and Col. C. P. Townsley, U.S.A., 
who were honored with places at the speakers’ table. 
Above this table were two prettily draped flags of the 
United States and Great Britain and an illuminated 
electric sign of “Hands Across the Sea.” Hon. Joseph 
H. Choate, president of the Pilgrims and former Ambas- 
sador to the Court of St. James, was toastmaster, and 
presided in his usual. happy and gifted manner. On his 
right was Mr. Bryce, on his left Walter H. Page, the 
new Ambassador to Great Britain. 

The sentiments of his hosts were expressed by Mr. 
Choate when he said regretfully in closing: “Oh! Mr. 
Bryce, we're terribly sorry to lose you! England has 
sent many Ambassadors and will send many more, but 
there’s only one Bryce in the list.” 

_As Mr. Bryce, greatly moved by the earnestness of 
his old friend’s tribute and words of farewell, rose to 
reply he was grected with a chorus of “For he’s a jolly 
good fellow,” sung heartily from all the tables. He told 
the Pilgrims that he was so deeply touched by their 
cordial welcome and their even more heartfelt words 
of farewell that he had difficulty in telling them, in 
return, how warmly he felt toward them and their land. 
“In my journeys up and down your country,” he said, 
“addressing your universities, boards of trade and other 
organizations, and warmly welcomed by all of them, I 
have come to feel slmost a citizen of the United States.” 

In the course of a brilliant speech in reply Mr. Bryce 
said: ‘““My mission here has not been merely to represent 
my sovereign and government for diplomatic purposes, 
but also to bear a message of friendship from the British 
to the American people. No two peoples in the world 
are so called upon, one might say, so appointed by 
Providence, to be friends to one another. It was not 
merely that the original stock of those who founded this 
great Republic came from England to Virginia and New 
England, for many new elements that are neither 
Knglish, nor British, have been subsequently added. It 
is that their first settlers brought with them a language, 
a literature, a system of institutions, political traditions, 
and, above all, a love of ordered freedom, which have 
spread out over the whole of the United States, have 
formed the character of its people, and are to-day a 
common inheritance on which the greatness and the 
moral strength of your people and of our people are 
based. It is in these things that our unity lies; it is 
from this fountain head that our fraternal friendship 
must continue to flow. 

“In that friendship there is not and there ought not 
to be anything exclusive. I have never suggested that 
you and we should make any sort of alliance against 
the rest of the world. We may usefully co-operate for 
many purposes, because our aims and our spirits are 
substantially the same. But what we desire is that the 
ties of friendship which bind the United States and 
Great Britain to one another should be extended to 
embrace other countries also. One can set no bounds 
te the influence for good which two countries that can 
trust one another and cherish the same ideals may 
exercise on the whole world in favor of ‘peace, making 
all countries see that peace is the true interest of all. 
I know that this is the feeling of the British people; I 
believe that it is the feeling of your people also, and 
say so not merely from my personal observation, but 
from what I have observed in the organs of public 
cpinion. ‘ 

“We in Britain shall watch from afar your onward 
march with the warmest sympathy and with confident 
hopes that you will show to all mankind the example 
not only of a nation of always growing prosperity, but 
also of a constant progress ‘toward: those noble ‘ideals 
which fired the imagination of the founders of your 
Republic and have made Europeans look to America as 
the Land of Hope.”

22D N.Y.—COL. WALTER B. HOTCHKIN. 


In an official report on the 22d Engineers, N.G.N.Y., Major 

Gen, John F, O’Ryan, commanding N.Y. National Guard, makes 
the following complimentary remarks: ‘‘The 22d Regiment, 
Engineers, as a military organization ranks among the best 
of the state. Its record during the Connecticut maneuvers 
was excellent. The duties of supply, both quartermaster and 
commissary, were well performed. The camps were well 
policed. The discipline and morale of the officers and enlisted 
were good. Valuable training in field engineering was given 
for about four days. The regiment served as Infantry on the 
last day.

ANXIOUS.—State your case regarding your mistake as to 
citizenship status through the channel and you will receive in- 
struction how to proceed in the matter of correction of en- 
listment declaration and application for citizenship papers. 

D. E. H. asks: (1) Can a soldier in active service, born in 
Russia, go on furlough to his native country and be protected 
by United States? (2) How to apply for passport and per- 
mission to go abroad? (3) Is the passport marked where the 
bearer was born? Answer: (1) The passport of a naturalized 
citizen who owes a military obligation to his native land does 
not relieve him of the liability to his fatherland. This soldier 
would hardly be furloughed ‘to Russia, under such circum- 
stances. (2) Through the channel. (3) Yes. 


R. C. G.—The San Francisco paper erred in stating that the 
Secretary of War had made a ruling that any soldier stationed 
in the United States after serving two years may purchase 
his discharge for $35. This is the price after ten years, while 
the price is $100 after two years. There is no order relating 
to purchase of discharge later than G.O. 23, War Dept. 


W. A. L. T. asks: If a sergeant overseer, Q.M.C., is dis- 
charged and stays out of the Service for less than three months 
and re-enlists for the Q.M.C., is he enlisted as a private or not? 
Answer: Sergeants may be re-enlisted as sergeants and their 
warrants continue in force provided they re-enlist without 
passing to the reserve on the day following discharge. 


INQUIRER.—We are not aware of any project of Assem- 
blyman Cuvillier’s to have the headquarters of the Eastern 
Department removed from Governors Island to Albany. Mr. 
Cuvillier favors the establishment of a military post at Al- 
bany, and the War Department has such a move under con- 
sideration. Gen. M. P. Maus, U.S.A., now has his headquar- 
ters there.

HALF-MAST.—Ever since flags were used in war it has 
been the custom to have the flag of the superior or con- 
quering nation above that of the inferior or vanquished. 
When an army found itself hopelessly beaten it hauled its 
flag down far enough for the flag of the victors to be placed 
above it on the same pole. This was a token, not only of 
submission, but of respect. In those days, when a famous 
soldier died, flags were lowered out of respect to his memory. 


The custom long ago passed from purely military usage to 
public life of all kinds, the flag at half-mast being a sign that 
the dead man was worthy of universal respect. The space 
‘left above it is for the flag of the great conqueror of all—the 
angel of death. 

C. W. A.—New regulations have been issued regarding 
award of good conduct medals in the Navy. They may now 
be issued to men serving a first enlistment or a re-enlistment 
not under continuous service, as well as to men serving under 
continuous service. The Uniform Regulations of 1905 pre- 
scribe that for permanent petty officers holding three con- 
secutive good conduct badges, the continuous service stripes 
are to be of gold lace, instead of scarlet cloth. New Uniform 
Regulations for the Navy are in the hands of the printer.

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14TH CAVALRY ON THE BORDER. 


Eagle Pass, Texas, April 23, 1913. 

Members of the local military garrison at old Fort Duncan, 
comprising a squad from both Troops B and D, of the 14th 
Cavalry, turned out April 18 as escort at the funeral of Capt. 
John Shafter, brother of the late Major General Shafter. Cap- 
tain Shafter died suddenly in Ciudad Porfirio Diaz after an 
attack of uraemic poisoning and his body was brought to this 
country for burial in the Masonic Cemetery of this city. One 
of the features of the funeral, besides the military escort, was 
the presence as honorary pallbearers of an array of Civil War 
veterans, including Captain Schuette, of the U.S. Customs 
Service, who had served with Captain Shafter at Gettysburg. 
The funeral cortege from Mexico was joined on this side of 
the Rio Grande by a long array of vehicles with friends and 
relatives in Eagle Pass, and the procession was said to be one 
of the largest of the sort ever seen in this part of the border. 

Detachments from the 14th are now scattered over several 
hundred miles of the Texas border. Troop M has been or- 
dered to make its camp at Brownsville as comfortable as pos- 
sible and to consider it permanent so long as trouble prevails 
on the other side of the river. The troops at Laredo are 
sending out detachments, and there is a line of patrols from 
Fort McIntosh clear up to the southern edge of the patrols 
maintained by the troops at this point, eighty-eight miles to 
the south of here at a point known as the Ortez ranch. Troop 
K is furthest up the Rio Grande of the Laredo detachments, 
Troops B and D have patrols as far up the stream as the 
Pecos River, and other troops from the Fort Clark garrison 
extend along the Rio Grande until they reach the territory 
covered by the 13th Cavalry in the extreme western edge of 
the state. — 

Immigration officers on the foot bridge between this city 
and C. P. Diaz have been turning back quite a number of 
would-be immigrants lately. Many refugees are totally ignor- 
ant of the laws governing immigration and, unless the barrier 
was strictly maintained, all the idle in C. P. Diaz would be 
flocking to this side with no other belongings than a torn 
cotton shirt and trousers and a knowledge of mongrel Span- 
ish. The majority are totally ignorant of English. A guard 
is maintained at all hours on the bridge, always consisting of 
at least one non-commissioned officer and three privates. They 
are required to search suspicious looking characters crossing 
to the Mexican side, and the result has been a harvest of 
concealed weapons and ammunition for the same, in the last 
week. Just what started this tendency to ‘‘pack’’ arms is 
not known, as things are quiet and peaceful across the river 
at present. The corporal in charge on the night of April 21 
stopped two men who showed a disposition to resist—an un- 
usual occurrence. The remainder of the guard took a hand 
in the game, and one of the suspects was found to be armed 
with a revolver bearing the U.S. stamp and number on the 
handle, the weapon apparently having been the property of 
some troop of this Army. As the Texas law makes it a 





felony to have concealed weapons on the person, the men were 
taken in hand by the sheriff. For the most part, the Mexi- 
eans going to and from this country each day have learned 
what the guard is for, and they are docile in the extreme, 
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never attempting to pass until the men in charge have giyen 
permission. 

One of the pleasant features here has been the cordiality 
with which the men are received at the various ranches alon 
the river. At the dozen or more stations at which Patrols 
are located, the soldiers have invariably been shown the utmost 
consideration and hospitality. Not a single complaint of any 
lack of appreciation on the part of the men has been made 
either, and it is thought that the work of the troops along 
the Rio Grande has done much to popularize the Army in this 
section, The men are at all times greeted in most friendly 
fashion on the streets of Eagle Pass, and many compliments 
have been passed upon their behavior and the careful fashion 
in which they have executed their duties on the bridge. This 
last rather ticklish situation has been handled with great dis. 
cretion and without arousing any apparent animosity.

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The Army and Navy Gazette, of London, praises 
highly Robert W. Neeser’s recently published “Lands- 
man’s Log,” but takes exception to one statement.. The 
Gazette says: “It is strange that in what is almost the 
only historical allusion in his book, we find him repeat- 
ing a long-exploded and baseless theory of the origin of 
some details of the bluejacket’s uniform clothing. He 
was told that many of the features of the American 
seaman’s dress were an inheritance from the naval serv- 
ice of the Mother Country, and particularly the three 
stripes round the border of the black collar commem- 
orating Nelson’s victories, the collar being black because 
sailors tarred their hair, and the neckerchief black as a 
sign of mourning for Nelson. There is ample evidence 
that the black neckerchief was in common use in the 
British navy many years before Trafalgar, that the wide 
collar, which is blue and not black, did not come into 
use until nearly twenty-five years after the pigtail had 
disappeared, and that the three rows of tape have not 
the slightest connection with Nelson’s victories. In the 
early ’50’s the British blue jacket still followed his own 
fashion with regard to the manner in which he orna- 
mented his blue jean collar; every man pleased himself, 
and one or more rows of tape in wavy or Van Dyck 
patterns, with small ornaments in colored silks at the 
corners were quite as much in favor as three straight 
rows. It was not until 1857 that the three strips of 
tape received the sanction of law, and then we have it 
on the authority of one of the survivors of those who 
framed the regulation that it was merely in the interest 
of uniformity, and without a thought about Nelson or 
his victories. Whatever, too, may have been the. origin 
of epaulettes and sleeve stripes, they did not come into 
the British navy as survivals of brass shields for the pro- 
tection of shoulders or forearms, for nothing of the kind 
was ever worn in our sea service.”

The development of explosives of a new type is one 
of the possibilities attendant upon the artificial produc- 
tion of great cold. Professor Nordmann discusses in the 
Revue des Deux Mondes the effects of temperatures so 
low that they approach absolute zero, and among in- 
dustrial applications of intense cold is noted the ready 
means it affords of obtaining large quantities of pure 
oxygen and pure nitrogen. The fact that they liquefy 
at somewhat different temperatures has been utilized to 
obtain them from the air, by a method analogous to frac- 
tional distillation. Oxygen liquefies at a temperature of 
—182.5 deg. Cent., and nitrogen at—193.5 deg. Cent. 
This slight difference has proved sufficient to effect the 
almost complete separation of these two gases. The 
pure oxygen so prepared has many important uses, but 
one of the most novel has been discovered under the 
auspices of the ministry of war in France. It is found 
that powdered aluminum in liquid oxygen forms a high 
explosive, having about twice the explosive force of 
ordinary gunpowder, while another explosive formed of 
carbon in liquid oxygen is of about the same strength as 
dynamite. This is obviously a discovery which may have 
important developments, says the Scientific American in 
commenting upon Professor Nordmann’s article. 





As stated in the article on “Warship Purchase by 
Belligerents,” page 1046, April 26, the four 1,0060-ton 
destroyers ordered by Argentina in England over two 
years ago, were sold to Greece at the outbreak of the 
Balkan War. Now Argentina has ordered four other 
destroyers constructed and has placed the contracts with 
the Krupp yards at Kiel, Germany. French and British 
firms also made competitive bids for the vessels. The 
new destroyers are to be of 1,250 tons and will be 
equipped with Diesel oil-burning engines. The quar- 
tette will bear the same names as those originally 
ee for the vessels built in England and sold to 

reece.
